This report deals with the federal by-elections held 
on September 17, 2007, in the electoral districts of 
Outremont, Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean and Saint- 
Hyacinthe-Bagot in Quebec. 


I am pleased to publish this report to satisfy the 
requirements of the Canada Elections Act, S.C. 2000, 
c.9, and to ensure that Canadians have accurate and 
complete information on the by-elections. It is through 
such public reports that Parliament and Elections 
Canada make the Canadian electoral system more 
open and transparent. 


This report presents the results of the vote, by polling 
division, for the September 17, 2007, by-elections, 

in accordance with paragraph 533(a) of the Act. 
Subsection 534(2) of the Act also requires the Chief 
Electoral Officer to report on the administration of 
the Office since the last such report, as well as on 
certain actions taken by the Office in relation to the 
by-elections. A report will be published in March 2008 
covering these by-elections.

Calling the by-elections 


On January 28, 2007, the Honourable Jean Lapierre, 
the Liberal Party of Canada Member of Parliament for 
Outremont since June 28, 2004, resigned, leaving his 
seat in the House of Commons vacant. A writ ordering 
a by-election in Outremont was accordingly issued on 
July 28, 2007. 


On July 29, 2007, Michel Gauthier, the Bloc Québécois 
Member of Parliament for Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean 
since October 25, 1993, resigned, leaving his seat in 
the House of Commons vacant. A writ ordering a 
by-election in Roberval-Lac-Saint-Jean was 
accordingly issued on August 11, 2007.

In Outremont, seven registered parties nominated 
candidates: the Bloc Québécois, the Canadian Action 
Party, the Conservative Party of Canada, the Green 
Party of Canada, the Liberal Party of Canada, 
neorhino.ca and the New Democratic Party. Five 
candidates ran as independents. None of the 
candidates withdrew during the period in which 
this was permitted. 


In Roberval-Lac-Saint-Jean, five registered parties 
nominated candidates: the Bloc Québécois, the 
Conservative Party of Canada, the Green Party 

of Canada, the Liberal Party of Canada and the 

New Democratic Party. There were no independent 
candidates. None of the candidates withdrew during 
the period in which this was permitted.

In Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot, seven registered parties 
nominated candidates: the Bloc Québécois, the 
Canadian Action Party, the Conservative Party of 
Canada, the Green Party of Canada, the Liberal Party 
of Canada, neorhino.ca and the New Democratic Party. 
There were no independent candidates. None of the 
candidates withdrew during the period in which this 
was permitted. 


Registration of electors 


For the September 17, 2007, by-elections, there were 
66,132 names on the preliminary lists of electors in 
Outremont, 62,778 names on the preliminary lists for 
Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean and 76,533 names on the 
preliminary lists for Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot. The lists 
were produced from information in the National 
Register of Electors. During the revision period, which 
extended from August 15 until September 11, 2007, 
1,991 electors were registered in Outremont 

(1,416 supplemental registrations sent from the 

Chief Electoral Officer and 575 as part of the revision 
process). In Roberval-Lac-Saint-Jean, 2,160 electors 
were registered (1,299 supplemental registrations 
sent from the Chief Electoral Officer and 861 as part 
of the revision process). In Saint-Hyacinthe—Bagot, 
2,821 electors were registered (2,022 supplemental 
registrations sent from the Chief Electoral Officer and 
799 as part of the revision process). These figures 
included electors who were already on the lists but 
had changed addresses. 


The names recorded on the final lists of electors (that 
is, the lists prepared after election day) numbered 
64,438 in Outremont, 63,050 in Roberval-Lac- 
Saint-Jean and 76,005 in Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot. 


These lists included the names of 913 electors who 
registered on election day in Outremont, some of whom 
had changed addresses. In Roberval-Lac-Saint-Jean, 
617 electors (including those with changes of address) 
registered on election day. In Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot, 
368 electors registered on election day. 


Polling stations 


The Canada Elections Act, section 131, sets 8:30 a.m. 
to 8:30 p.m. as the hours of voting for by-elections. 
The ordinary polling stations were accordingly open 
from 8:30 a.m. to 8:30 p.m. (Eastern Time) on election 
day in Outremont, Roberval-Lac-Saint-Jean and 
Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot.

Inscription des électeurs 


Les listes électorales préliminaires des élections 
partielles du 17 septembre 2007, tirées du Registre 
national des électeurs, comptaient 66 132 noms pour 
ce qui est d’Outremont, 62 778 noms dans le cas de 
Roberval-Lac-Saint-Jean et 76 533 noms pour Saint- 
Hyacinthe-Bagot. Durant la période de révision, du 

15 aout au 11 septembre 2007, 1 991 électeurs ont été 
inscrits dans Outremont (1 416 de ces inscriptions 
ont été envoyées par le directeur général des élections, 
et 575 ont été obtenues dans le cadre du processus 

de révision). Dans Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean, 

2 160 électeurs ont été inscrits (1 299 de ces inscriptions 
sont venues du directeur général des élections, 

et 861, du processus de révision). Dans Saint-Hyacinthe- 
Bagot, 2 821 électeurs ont été inscrits (2 022 de ces 
inscriptions ont été envoyées par le directeur général 
des élections, et 799 ont été obtenues dans le cadre 

du processus de révision), incluant ceux qui l’étaient 
auparavant mais qui ont signalé un changement 
dadresse. 


Les listes électorales définitives (c’est-a-dire celles 
préparées apres le jour d’élection) contenaient 

64 438 noms dans Outremont, 63 050 dans Roberval- 
Lac-Saint-Jean et 76 005 dans Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot. 


Dans Outremont, ces listes comprenaient les noms 
de 913 électeurs qui se sont inscrits le jour méme de 
lélection (ou qui ont fait modifier leur adresse ce 
jour-la). Dans Roberval-Lac-Saint-Jean, les listes 
définitives comprenaient 617 électeurs (y compris ceux 
qui ont fait modifier leur adresse) qui se sont inscrits le 
jour méme de Pélection. Dans Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot, 
368 électeurs se sont inscrits le jour du scrutin. 


Bureaux de scrutin 


En vertu de Particle 131 de la Loi électorale du Canada, 
les heures de vote aux élections partielles sont de 8 h 30 
4 20 h 30. Le jour du scrutin dans les circonscriptions 
d’Outremont, de Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean et de Saint- 
Hyacinthe-Bagot, les bureaux de scrutin ordinaires ont 
donc été ouverts de 8 h 30 a 20 h 30 (heure de l'Est). 


The September 17, 2007, by-elections 


The returning officer in Outremont set up 159 ordinary 
polling stations, 156 of which were stationary. In 
Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean, the returning officer set up 
177 ordinary polling stations, 167 of which were 
stationary. In Saint-Hyacinthe—Bagot, the returning 
officer set up 209 ordinary polling stations, 200 of 
which were stationary. 


In addition, the Act provides for the establishment of 
mobile polling stations to collect the votes of seniors and 
persons with disabilities confined to institutions. These 
polling stations, which serve polling divisions with at 
least two institutions, travel from institution to 
institution, and they remain open at each place only 
as long as necessary to enable the electors present 

to vote. In the September 17, 2007, by-election in 
Outremont, 3 mobile polling stations served 

369 electors. In Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean, there were 

10 mobile polling stations serving 1,480 electors. 

In Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot, 9 mobile polling stations 
served 1,484 electors. 


The returning officer in the electoral district is required 
to set up advance polling stations to collect the votes 

of electors who do not wish to go to their ordinary 
polling stations on election day. The electoral district 
of Outremont had 7 advance polling stations, while 
Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean had 15 and Saint- 
Hyacinthe-Bagot had 13. All the advance polling 
stations were open from noon to 8:00 p.m. (local time) 
on September 7, 8 and 10, 2007. 


Polling results 


A total of 24,118 electors cast a ballot in the by-election 
in Outremont, a participation rate of 37.4%. Of these 
electors, 21,132 (or 87.6%) voted on election day at their 
ordinary polling stations. 


In Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean, a total of 29,527 electors 
cast a ballot in the by-election, a participation rate of 
46.8%. Of these electors, 25,161 (or 85.2%) voted on 
election day at their ordinary polling stations. 


In Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot, 32,470 electors cast a ballot 
in the by-election, a participation rate of 42.7%. Of these 
electors, 28,612 (or 88.1%) voted on election day at their 
ordinary polling stations. 


Le directeur du scrutin d’Outremont a mis en place 
159 bureaux de scrutin ordinaires (dont 156 fixes). 
Dans Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean, le directeur du scrutin 
a mis en place 177 bureaux de scrutin ordinaires (dont 
167 fixes). Dans Saint-Hyacinthe—Bagot, la directrice 
du scrutin a mis en place 209 bureaux de scrutin 
ordinaires (dont 200 fixes). 


La Loi permet I’établissement de bureaux de scrutin 
itinérants afin de recueillir les suffrages de personnes 
agées ou ayant une déficience résidant dans un 
établissement. Ces bureaux, desservant au moins 
deux établissements, se déplacent d'un endroit a l'autre 
et ne restent ouverts a chaque endroit que le temps de 
permettre aux électeurs présents de voter. Lors des 
élections partielles du 17 septembre 2007, trois bureaux 
de scrutin itinérants ont recueilli les suffrages de 

369 électeurs dans Outremont. Dans Roberval—Lac- 
Saint-Jean, dix bureaux de scrutin itinérants ont recueilli 
les suffrages de 1 480 électeurs et neuf bureaux de scrutin 
itinérants ont recueilli les suffrages de 1 484 électeurs 
dans Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot. 


Dans chaque circonscription, le directeur du scrutin 
est également tenu de mettre en place des bureaux 
de vote par anticipation afin de recueillir le vote 
des électeurs qui ne désirent pas se rendre a leur 
bureau de scrutin ordinaire le jour d’élection. La 
circonscription d’Outremont comptait 7 bureaux de 
vote par anticipation, tandis que la circonscription 
de Roberval-Lac-Saint-Jean en comptait 15 et celle 
de Saint-Hyacinthe—Bagot 13. Tous les bureaux de 
vote par anticipation ont été ouverts de midi a 20h 
(heure locale) les 7,8 et 10 septembre 2007. 


Résultats du vote 


Un total de 24 118 électeurs ont voté a ’élection 
partielle dans Outremont, ce qui représente un taux 
de participation de 37,4 %. De ces électeurs, 21 132 
(soit 87,6 %) ont voté le jour délection a leur bureau 
de scrutin ordinaire. 


Un total de 29 527 électeurs ont voté a P’élection 
partielle dans Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean, ce qui 
représente un taux de participation de 46,8 %. 
De ces électeurs, 25 161 (soit 85,2 %) ont voté le 
jour d’élection a leur bureau de scrutin ordinaire. 


Un total de 32 470 électeurs ont voté a l’élection 
partielle dans Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot, ce qui 
représente un taux de participation de 42,7 %. 

De ces électeurs, 28 612 (soit 88,1 %) ont voté 

le jour d’élection a leur bureau de scrutin ordinaire.

Candidates elected 


In the September 17, 2007, by-elections, the New 
Democratic Party candidate, Thomas Mulcair, was 
declared elected in Outremont once the validation 

of results was completed. The Conservative Party of 
Canada candidate, Denis Lebel, was declared elected 
in Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean once the validation of 
results was completed. And in Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot, 
after the validation of results, the Bloc Québécois 
candidate, Eve-Mary Thai Thi Lac, was declared elected. 


Following the by-elections of September 17, 2007, the 
distribution of seats in the House of Commons was:

The September 17, 2007, by-elections 


Adaptations 


Subsection 17(1) of the Canada Elections Act gives 
the Chief Electoral Officer the power to adapt any 
provision of the Act as necessary to deal withan 
emergency, an unusual or unforeseen circumstance 
or an error. Also, section 179 authorizes the Chief 
Electoral Officer to issue instructions to adapt any 
provision of the Special Voting Rules to a particular 
circumstance. During the 2007 by-elections in 
Outremont, Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean and Saint- 
Hyacinthe-Bagot, the Chief Electoral Officer used the 
authority under these provisions on four occasions. 


The Canada Elections Act prohibits voting by 
prisoners in federal institutions, and it does not 
describe a process for such prisoners to vote. Since 
the 2002 decision of the Supreme Court of Canada 
in Sauvé, which struck down the prohibition, the Act 
has had to be adapted in every subsequent federal 
election to extend the statutory process for voting by 
the Special Voting Rules in provincial institutions to 
federal institutions. Two adaptations were made for 
the Quebec by-elections, following each of the dates 
on which the by-elections were called. 


While there is a growing number of electors who are 
choosing to vote at advance polls, the Canada Elections 
Act provides for fewer election officers at advance polls 
than at ordinary polls on polling day. In particular, there 
is provision for only one poll clerk for each advance 


polling station, and no provision for information officers, 


registration officers or central poll supervisors at 
advance polling stations. The Canada Elections Act 
was therefore adapted to enable returning officers to 
appoint additional poll clerks, information officers, 
registration officers and central poll supervisors to 
assist at the advance polling stations. 


Finally, an adaptation to the Special Voting Rules was 
required to authorize special ballot officers to deal 


with a situation involving a special ballot not foreseen 


in the Canada Elections Act.

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Introduction 


This report covers Elections Canada’s conduct of the by-elections held on September 17, 2007, in Outremont, 
Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean and Saint-Hyacinthe—Bagot. 


According to subsection 534(2) of the Canada Elections Act, a report on by-elections should also include 

“... any matter or event that has arisen or occurred in connection with the administration of the Chief 
Electoral Officer’s office since the last report under this section and that he or she considers should be brought 
to the attention of the House of Commons ....” The year since Elections Canada’s last report on by-elections 
has been eventful, with many changes and proposed changes to electoral law, a variety of internal changes and 
new initiatives and, given the current minority government, the continuing possibility of a general election. 


This report covers matters or events initiated by or affecting Elections Canada since the publication of our last 
report on March 28, 2007. They are discussed in three sections. 


e Advancing Our Mandate describes initiatives that Elections Canada has undertaken to improve its 
operations and the electoral process. These activities include preparing a strategic plan, which will guide 
the development of our relationships with stakeholders and partners, our governance and operations, and 
our communications and outreach to voters over the next five years. 


e Legislation Affecting the 2007 By-elections summarizes legislation that has amended the Canada 
Elections Act or affected Elections Canada’s operations. This section also describes our response to these 
changes. 


e Conduct of the 2007 By-elections discusses the September 2007 by-elections. 
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Advancing Our Mandate 


As a complement to our mandated priorities and our response to legislative change, Elections Canada strives 
for ongoing improvement: refining the electoral process and our internal operations, and re-examining our 
relationships with Parliament, the public and other stakeholders. 


Mandate, mission and vision 
The Elections Canada Strategic Plan 2008-2013 refines the agency’s mandate, mission and vision. 


Mandate — Elections Canada is an independent, non-partisan agency that reports directly to Parliament. We must be 
prepared at all times to conduct a federal general election, by-election or referendum, administer the political financing 
provisions of the Canada Elections Act, monitor compliance and enforce electoral legislation. Elections Canada is also 
mandated to conduct voter education and information programs, and provide support to the independent boundaries 
commissions in charge of adjusting the boundaries of federal electoral districts following each decennial census. Finally, 
Elections Canada may carry out studies on alternative voting methods and, with the approval of Parliament, test electronic 
voting processes for future use during electoral events. 


Mission — Ensuring that Canadians can exercise their democratic rights to vote and be a candidate. 


Vision — An accessible electoral framework that Canadians trust and use. 


Strategic Plan 2008-2013 


In recent years, an unpredictable election cycle, considerable amounts of legislative change affecting Elections 
Canada’s operations and mounting challenges in the areas of human resources and information technology 
(IT) have highlighted the need to re-examine our priorities, engage in longer-term planning and set up a 
framework for managing decisions. 


In the fall of 2007, after undertaking a comprehensive review of our internal and external environment, 
Elections Canada completed its Strategic Plan 2008-2013. This plan sets out three strategic objectives. 


Accessibility: Elections Canada will strive to increase the accessibility of the electoral process by testing 
innovative ways to vote and offering electors additional ways to register. Under the Canada Elections Act, 
some of these innovations would require prior approval from Parliament. Our mandate now permits 
Elections Canada to study alternative voting methods. 


Trust: Elections Canada will strive to maintain and strengthen the recognition among participants in the 
electoral process that we administer the Canada Elections Act fairly, consistently, effectively and 
transparently. 


Engagement: Elections Canada will strive to increase young Canadians’ understanding of the importance 
of voting and becoming candidates in elections. We will seek to collaborate more effectively with 
parliamentarians and political parties to further strengthen the electoral process. 
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Each of these objectives has implications for Elections Canada’s approach to human resources, IT systems, 
governance and communications. 


Our strategic plan will guide us as we work together to promote participation in the electoral system, refining 
it to the benefit of voters, without adding to the administrative and regulatory burden faced by political 
entities in complying with the Canada Elections Act. 
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Legislation Affecting the 
2007 By-elections 


In the past year, the Parliament of Canada adopted several significant legislative initiatives that amend the 
Canada Elections Act. Elections Canada has implemented Bills C-2 and C-31. 


The Chief Electoral Officer appeared before Parliament 11] times between February 2007 and February 2008 
to give technical advice and answer questions about several legislative initiatives. Some of his evidence is 
reported below; transcripts for all appearances can be found on the Elections Canada Web site at 
www.clections.ca under Media > Statements and Speeches. 


Bill C-2 — The Federal Accountability Act 


The Federal Accountability Act, which received royal assent on December 12, 2006, contains provisions 
amending the Canada Elections Act. Several of these have implications for Elections Canada’s operations and 
the by-elections that took place in 2007. 


e Returning officers, previously appointed by the Governor in Council, are now appointed on their merits 


by the Chief Electoral Officer. 


e As of January 1, 2007, individuals’ political contribution limits have been reduced from $5,000 to $1,000 
and contributions from corporations, unions and unincorporated associations are now prohibited. 


e Candidates are now required to file a new confidential report for certain gifts they receive. 
Other changes as a result of the passage of the Federal Accountability Act include: 


e transferring to the newly established Office of the Director of Public Prosecutions the responsibility for 
prosecuting offences under the Canada Elections Act 


e making the Office of the Chief Electoral Officer subject to the Access to Information Act 


As indicated above, the Federal Accountability Act introduced merit-based appointment of returning officers by 
the Chief Electoral Officer. To carry out this new responsibility, Elections Canada assessed the past 
performance of returning officers and consulted with leaders of the political parties represented in the House 
of Commons. As a result of this process, the Chief Electoral Officer reappointed 190 returning officers. 


To fill the remaining vacancies and find new returning officers, Elections Canada ran public competitions 
across Canada after Bill C-2 received royal assent. The competitions attracted more than 2,800 applicants; the 
selection committees interviewed about 600 of those. Competitions to fill vacant positions for returning 
officers are now cyclical, and are followed by the necessary training sessions. 


The widespread recruiting coincided with Elections Canada’s training cycle, which began at the end of 
January 2007 and continued into April 2007. Elections Canada adapted its training modules to accommodate 
both reappointed officers and new appointees — including assistant returning officers, who are appointed by 
returning officers. 
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Bill C-3 1 — New identification requirements 


This bill, which received royal assent on June 22, 2007, touches on several areas of the electoral process, 
including operational improvements and new identification requirements for electors. 


Operational improvements 


Bill C-31 amends the Canada Elections Act to improve the accuracy of the National Register of Electors, 
facilitate voting and enhance communication with the electorate. These changes allow separate consent and 
citizenship questions to be included on the federal income tax form. A new provision also allows Elections 
Canada to obtain information from the Canada Revenue Agency (CRA) on deceased tax filers who had 
previously authorized CRA to provide their information to Elections Canada, thereby facilitating their 
removal from the Register of Electors. CRA has implemented the changes to the tax form for the 

2007 tax year. 


Other provisions of Bill C-31 to improve operations include: 
e allowing returning officers to work on updating the Register of Electors between elections 


e allowing returning officers to obtain recent updates of elector information from the Register electronically 
during an election 


e giving election workers access to apartment buildings, condominium buildings and other multiple- 
residence buildings or gated communities 


e permitting any elector, during the revision period, to register himself or herself and any (other) elector 
who resides at the same address by completing a registration form and swearing an oath in the presence of 
the revising agent 


Several other provisions in Bill C-31 came into effect on March 1, 2008, and will therefore affect future 
operations and elections. The date for providing annual updated lists of electors to members of Parliament and 
registered political parties has been changed from October 15 to November 15 to facilitate the inclusion of 
summer moves, and a unique and stable identifier will be assigned to each elector on the lists of electors. 
Elections Canada is permitted to retain additional information about voters that has been received from 
provincial and territorial data sources. Each registered party or eligible party that requests it will receive an 
electronic copy of the preliminary lists of electors for an electoral district for which a writ has been issued. 
Each candidate in an electoral district who requests it will receive, 19 days before the election, an electronic 
copy of the updated preliminary lists of electors; these lists will reflect any last-minute updates to the Register 
and the results of any targeted revision activities up to that day. As before, Elections Canada will continue to 
provide revised lists of electors 11 days before the election and official lists of electors 3 days before the 
election. 


On May 16 and 30, 2007, the Chief Electoral Officer appeared before the Standing Senate Committee on 
Legal and Constitutional Affairs and discussed with senators their concerns about how the provisions of 

Bill C-3] as it then read might affect individuals’ privacy. Subsequently, the bill was amended to remove 
electors’ dates of birth from all lists except those handled by poll officials on voting days. The Chief Electoral 
Officer’s opinion was, however, that the other changes in the bill would improve the accuracy of the Register 
and assist parties in maintaining accurate lists as well. 
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New identification requirements for voters 


Before Bill C-31 came into force, each elector who arrived at a polling station to vote was required to declare 
his or her name and address verbally, but not required to prove his or her identity in any other way, unless 
challenged by a deputy returning officer, poll clerk or candidate’s representative. 


New provisions now require electors to prove their identities and addresses before being given a ballot on 
polling day or during advance voting. The Act allows voters three ways to do this: 


1. by providing one original piece of identification, issued by any level of government in Canada or an 
agency of that government, that shows the elector’s photo, name and address 


2. by providing two original pieces of identification from a list authorized by the Chief Electoral Officer of 
Canada; both must show the name of the elector, and one must also show the elector’s address 


3. by being vouched for by an elector whose name appears on the list of electors in the same polling division 
and who has acceptable identification 


In the third case, both the voucher and the vouched-for elector are required to make a sworn statement. An 
elector cannot vouch for more than one person, and the person who has been vouched for cannot vouch for 
any other elector. The Act does not make changes to the Special Voting Rules or to the rules prevailing for 

registration during the revision period, except when electors are registered at their residences. 


In his May 16 and May 30 appearances before the Standing Senate Committee on Legal and Constitutional 
Affairs, the Chief Electoral Officer voiced some concerns about the proposed identification requirements. One 
concern related to the need for additional training of election workers to ensure seamless implementation of 
the new rules. Another concern was about the challenges faced by Elections Canada in ensuring electors could 
follow the new rules. This concern was rooted in a number of factors, including the fact that very few pieces of 
official identification carry the name, photograph and current address of the cardholder. 


In answer to a question, Mr. Mayrand also observed that the proposed rules would allow an elector to vote 
without having to reveal his or her face. 
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Conduct of the 2007 By-elections 


Launch of the by-elections 
Three vacancies in the House of Commons precipitated the September 2007 by-elections. 


e On January 28, 2007, the Honourable Jean Lapierre, the Liberal Party of Canada Member of Parliament 
for Outremont since June 28, 2004, resigned, leaving his seat in the House of Commons vacant. 


e On February 21, 2007, Yvon Loubier, the Bloc Québécois Member of Parliament for Saint-Hyacinthe- 
Bagot since October 25, 1993, resigned, leaving his seat in the House of Commons vacant. 


e On July 29, 2007, Michel Gauthier, the Bloc Québécois Member of Parliament for Roberval-Lac-Saint- 
Jean since October 25, 1993, resigned, leaving his seat in the House of Commons vacant. 


Shortly before the issue of the writs, the Chief Electoral Officer held a teleconference call with members of 
the Advisory Committee of Political Parties to inform them of Elections Canada’s plans for implementing 
Bill C-31. He also reviewed key initiatives for the by-elections, as well as how the agency would put into 
operation the new requirement for voters to prove their identities and addresses at the polls. Elections Canada 
plans to repeat this kind of briefing before all future elections and by-elections. 


Writs were issued on July 28, 2007, directing the returning officers in Outremont and Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot 
to conduct by-elections on September 17, 2007. A writ was issued on August 11, 2007, directing the 
returning officer in Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean to conduct a by-election on September 17, 2007. 


House of Commons seat distribution 

On August 11, 2007, the seat distribution in the House of Commons was: 
e Conservative Party of Canada — 125 seats 

e Liberal Party of Canada — 97 seats 

e Bloc Québécois — 48 seats

Returning officers

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The candidates 


From the time the returning officers published the Notice of Election, prospective candidates in the 
by-elections had until 2:00 p.m. on August 27, 2007, to file their nomination papers. The candidates had 
until 5:00 p.m. on the same day to withdraw or make corrections to the name, address or occupation 
indicated on their nomination papers; none of the candidates withdrew before the deadline. 


e In Outremont, seven registered parties nominated candidates: the Bloc Québécois, the Canadian Action 
Party, the Conservative Party of Canada, the Green Party of Canada, the Liberal Party of Canada, 
neorhino.ca and the New Democratic Party. Five candidates ran as independents. 


e In Roberval-Lac-Saint-Jean, five registered parties nominated candidates: the Bloc Québécois, the 
Conservative Party of Canada, the Green Party of Canada, the Liberal Party of Canada and the New 
Democratic Party. There were no independent candidates. 


e In Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot, seven registered parties nominated candidates: the Bloc Québécois, the 
Canadian Action Party, the Conservative Party of Canada, the Green Party of Canada, the Liberal Party of 
Canada, neorhino.ca and the New Democratic Party. There were no independent candidates. 


Elections Canada posted the names of candidates on its Web site as they were confirmed, and posted the final 
lists of confirmed candidates once nominations closed. To ensure that Canadians abroad and members of the 
Canadian Forces could exercise their right to vote, we also transmitted the lists of official candidates to 
Canadian diplomatic missions and consular posts through the Department of Foreign Affairs and 
International Trade, and to Canadian Forces bases through the Department of National Defence. 


Electors wearing face coverings 


To prepare for the by-elections, Elections Canada had to update its procedures to incorporate the new identification 
requirements and inform electors about them. Under the new procedures, electors who presented themselves at the polls 
with face coverings (e.g. for religious or cultural reasons) would not necessarily be required to remove their face coverings 
and show their faces before voting. 


A teleconference was held on July 26 to inform the Advisory Committee of Political Parties about Elections Canada’s 
approach. Regional meetings were also held in September to ensure that returning officers and assistant returning officers 
understood the identification requirements. 


In early September, several media outlets raised questions as to whether electors would be required to uncover their faces 
in order to vote. Elections Canada issued a news release on September 6 to clarify the voter identification provisions, 
indicating that “there are several ways that electors can choose to prove their identity and residential address, some of which 
do not entail having to remove face coverings.” Due to the ensuing public debate, the Chief Electoral Officer held a news 
conference on September |0 to clarify voter identification procedures. 


Also, on September |3, the Chief Electoral Officer appeared before the Standing Committee on Procedure and House 
Affairs to explain the agency’s position. 


On September | 7, electors with face coverings were invited to uncover in a manner that was respectful of their beliefs. If 
they declined to do so, they were asked to take an oath that they qualified as electors before they could receive a ballot. 
Some 70 electors presented themselves at the polls with face coverings; of those, | 7 uncovered, 50 took the prescribed 
oath, and 3 did not vote because they neither wished to uncover nor take the prescribed oath. 


Throughout the day, Elections Canada closely monitored the conduct of the vote. The agency was satisfied that the vote 
proceeded in an orderly and peaceful manner. 
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Milestones of the electoral process

Writs returned 
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Communicating with electors 


At all electoral events, Elections Canada strives to promote awareness among electors about their right to vote, 
key dates in the electoral calendar, and voting rules and procedures. Each communications and outreach 
campaign is tailored to the geography and demographics of the electoral districts; key messages reflect changes 
to electoral law. 


The approach to our communications and outreach activities for these by-elections was changed to 
incorporate new key messages. They informed and reminded electors that, in order to vote, they must prove 
their identity and address and that there were various ways to do so. 


Advertising campaign 


A key tool in our advertising campaign was the redesigned household reminder card that included the new 
voter identification requirements along with the complete list of acceptable pieces of identification. The new 
four-panel reminder card was distributed to all residences in the three electoral districts. 


Our standard advertising campaign followed a mixed-media strategy using print and radio advertisements at 
key moments during the electoral calendar. Our usual advertisements, expanded from half a page to three 
quarters of a page to include information about the new identification rules, appeared in daily, weekly and 
student newspapers. 


e One advertisement ran from August 29 to September 6, advising voters about the voter information card, 
advance voting and voting by mail, the new identification requirements and voter eligibility. 


e <Asecond advertisement ran from September 7 to 16, reminding voters about election day, advising them 
that they could register at the polls if they were not on the voters list and repeating the information about 
identification requirements. 


An additional 30-second radio ad was added at the beginning of the campaign. In all, three radio ads were 
broadcast: 


e August 20 to 24: the election date and identification requirements 
e August 31 to September 7: the voter information card, advance voting and identification requirements 


e September 13 to 17 (election day): a reminder to voters about election day and the need to bring proof of 
identity and address 


Elections Canada assessed the impact of the new voter identification requirements. In broad terms, the 
findings indicate that the communications strategy was successful. 


Specialized campaigns 


Following our general practice, Elections Canada made special communications and outreach efforts to groups 
and communities thought likely to experience difficulty in exercising their right to vote, or not reached as 
easily by the general advertising campaign. The specialized campaigns also included information about the 
new voter identification requirements. 


e Community relations officers obtained signatures from administrators of homeless shelters, soup kitchens, 
seniors residences, student residences and Aboriginal bands; these were delivered to deputy returning 
officers to allow Attestations of Residence issued by these organizations to be validated on election day. 
The Attestations were one of the official documents that the Chief Electoral Officer listed as acceptable in 
the second option for identification provided for under Bill C-31 (discussed under “New identification 
requirements for voters” on page 13). 
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e — Elections Canada prepared information kits for a variety of specialized groups and communities, each 
with a covering letter from the Chief Electoral Officer and containing a by-election calendar, the 
I’m Mailing my Vote! flyer, the pamphlet on the new identification rules, and several backgrounders. 


Youth 


The large number of educational institutions in the three electoral districts made youth outreach particularly 
important, especially in Outremont, which houses the Université de Montréal, the Ecole des Hautes Etudes 
Commerciales de Montréal (HEC Montréal) and McGill University. Community relations officers visited 
classes and contacted student associations to ensure that young voters were aware of the eligibility and 
residency requirements for voting. To vote in a by-election, electors must be resident in the riding at the start 
of revision, which was August 15, 2007. In consequence, many students were not eligible to vote in this 
by-election because of the timing of the fall academic session. Elections Canada also distributed information 
kits to student associations and registrars’ offices. 


To reach young people not attending university and to raise awareness among high school students of voting 
age, the community relations officers contacted school boards and youth employment services. They also 
placed posters in high schools and youth drop-in centres. 


Ethnocultural communities 


In Outremont, the ethnocultural community relations officer contacted community groups and university 
social clubs. Promotional material was posted on public bulletin boards and in other high-traffic areas. Voters 
could also find the pamphlet text on voter identification on the Elections Canada Web site in 27 heritage 
languages and the voter information guide in 26 languages. Of the two newspaper ads mentioned in the 
“Advertising campaign” section on page 18, the second was translated into 11 heritage languages and 
published in 17 ethnic newspapers in the Montréal area. Elections Canada also distributed information kits to 
76 ethnocultural associations in Montréal. 


Aboriginal communities 


In Roberval-Lac-St-Jean, the Aboriginal community relations officer visited the local reserve, recruited 
polling day staff and distributed Elections Canada material. On election day, Aboriginal Elders and young 
persons were appointed in two polling divisions as part of the Aboriginal Elder and Youth Program. They 
offered interpreting services as required, explained the voting process and answered questions. Elections 
Canada also distributed information kits to the regional office of the Native Alliance of Quebec. 


Web 


Elections Canada created a special section on its Web site for each electoral 
district holding a by-election. 


We also created two new sections, accessible from the front page, to 
provide information on changes to the Canada Elections Act and on 
identification requirements. In particular, the “Voter Identification at the 
Polls” section, which aimed to provide electors with a single-glance 
understanding of the new rules, attracted 5,083 visits over the course of 
the by-elections.

Media relations 


To ensure that all media outlets were well informed of the by-elections, Elections Canada distributed a media 
information kit with the launch news release, profiles of the electoral districts, a calendar of key dates and 
backgrounders on topics ranging from the electoral process to the special ballot and the National Register of 
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Electors. The kit also included information on contributions and expenses, for both parties and candidates. 
During the campaigns, Elections Canada distributed 23 news releases; these highlighted key electoral 
information at various points in the by-election calendar. All news releases were posted in the “Media” section 
of the Elections Canada Web site. 


Elections Canada received 223 media calls, 65 of which dealt with questions related to electors with face 
coverings, and 35 interview requests on the same subject. 


Public enquiries 


Elections Canada’s Enquiries Unit can be reached using a toll-free number; people who are deaf or hard of 
hearing can use a toll-free TTY number. During the by-election period, the unit’s bilingual staff fielded 

293 calls and one e-mail message from the public, and it provided documentation about the electoral process. 
Of the calls received, 17 were related to face coverings (14 in Outremont and 3 in Saint-Hyacinthe—Bagot). 
We also received 27 faxes on the matter of face coverings. 


Electors could also make use of the Web-based Voter Information Service, for information such as where to 
vote, and other details available through the voter information card. 


Communicating with candidates, official agents and auditors 


Returning officers supplied various materials to candidates, official agents and auditors for the September 
2007 by-elections. The returning officers met with the candidates and/or their representatives to make sure 
that they had all recetved the same information. These meetings provided an opportunity to explain and 
discuss voting procedures, election day rules and the election officer positions for which candidates could 
recommend applicants. Elections Canada also asked returning officers to discuss with the candidates and/or 
their representatives a number of new electoral initiatives that we were testing during the by-elections; for 
details, see page 21. 


Revising the lists of electors 


Elections Canada used information from the National Register of Electors to produce the preliminary lists of 
electors. The revision period ran from August 15 to September 11, 2007. 


e Quality estimates for Outremont (estimated population of 64,876 electors) at the beginning of the by- 
election indicated that 98 percent of electors were on the preliminary lists and that 85 percent of electors 
were on the lists and at the correct address as of July 24, 2007. As part of the targeted revision drive, 
revising agents visited 12,114 addresses identified by the returning officer in high-mobility areas, new 
residential developments, long-term care facilities and university residences.’ Some 1,991 electors were 
registered during the revision period, and 913 on election day. 


e In Roberval-Lac-Saint-Jean (estimated population of 62,457 electors), quality estimates at the 
beginning of the by-election showed that 99 percent of electors were on the preliminary lists and that 
96 percent of electors were on the lists and at the correct address as of July 24, 2007. Targeted revision 
involved visits to 824 addresses. About 2,160 electors were registered during the revision period, and 
617 on election day. 


e In Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot (estimated population of 77,318 electors), quality estimates at the beginning 
of the by-election showed that 95 percent of electors were on the preliminary lists and that 92 percent of 
electors were on the lists and at the correct address as of July 24, 2007. Targeted revision involved visits 
to 1,502 addresses. About 2,821 electors were registered during the revision period, and 368 on election 
day. 


' Due to the timing of the event relative to the beginning of the fall academic session, limited targeted revision could be 
conducted while students were on campus, and revising agents visited only the student residences. No revisal desks were 
set up on campus.

Testing new initiatives 
Several initiatives that we tested in the November 2006 by-elections were repeated in September 2007. 


e Large mock-ups of a ballot were displayed at polling stations to provide additional voting assistance to 
electors with visual impairments. 


e Elections Canada posted signs reading, “A person who votes when not entitled or who votes more than 
once is committing an offence and is subject to a fine of up to $5,000 and to imprisonment for up to 
five years.” 


e Information officers were asked to collect the voter information cards when voters entered the polling 
station. The cards were either placed in a box for future shredding or, if the voter preferred, returned to 
the cardholder after his or her name had been stated and stricken from the list of electors. 


e Elections Canada tested a Quick Reference Guide — a summary of key procedures that had been covered 
during training — with deputy returning officers and poll clerks at the ordinary polls. 


Each of these initiatives was well received in both the 2006 and 2007 by-elections; Elections Canada plans to 
employ them again in the 40th general election.

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Elections Canada provided a number of mobile polls to assist people in seniors residences, long-term care 
facilities and other institutions. Furthermore, to ensure that all polling stations were accessible, level access

Special Voting Rules 


As in any election, the options of voting by mail-in ballot or voting at the local Elections Canada office under 
the Special Voting Rules (SVR) were available to electors. Canadians abroad could obtain information about 
how to cast their ballots by contacting any of the diplomatic missions and consular posts of the Department of 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade, or by visiting the Elections Canada Web site. Members of the 
Canadian Forces — whether based in Canada or abroad — were informed of their voting rights by the 
Department of National Defence. When the writs were issued, special ballot voting kits were sent to all 
Canadian Forces electors and electors residing outside Canada whose names appeared on the lists established 
for the electoral districts of Outremont, Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean and Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot. 


Elections Canada, through its hospital voting initiative, ensured that electors unexpectedly hospitalized in 
acute care facilities during the by-elections were able to register and vote by special ballot. Registration and 
voting in acute care hospitals took place on September 9, 10 and 11. 


The 2002 Supreme Court of Canada decision in Sauvé v. Canada (Chief Electoral Officer) determined that all 
incarcerated electors, regardless of the length of term they are serving, may vote in federal elections. In a 
by-election, this includes incarcerated electors whose address for voting purposes is located in one of the 
electoral districts in which the by-election is being held. This address cannot be the institution where they are 
incarcerated. 
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Table 6 shows the number of registrations for voting by special ballot, by group and category.

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By-election results 


On election night, each returning officer’s Event Results System (ERS) was linked to Elections Canada’s 
central computer. At the end of the count at each poll, the deputy returning officers called in the results to the 
local Elections Canada office, where a staff member entered the numbers into ERS and transmitted them to 
the media and to Elections Canada in Ottawa for posting on the Elections Canada Web site. Ballots cast under 
the Special Voting Rules by incarcerated and Canadian Forces electors, and by Canadians voting outside their 
electoral districts, were counted at Elections Canada in Ottawa during the week before election day and on 


election night. 


e In Outremont, Thomas Mulcair, the New Democratic Party candidate, was elected. 


e In Roberval-Lac-Saint-Jean, Denis Lebel, the Conservative Party of Canada candidate, was elected. 


e In Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot, Eve-Mary Thai Thi Lac, the Bloc Québécois candidate, was elected.

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Returning officers validate the results as soon as possible after election day; in all three ridings, validation was 
done on September 18.

Adaptations 


In accordance with subsection 17(1) of the Canada Elections Act, the Chief Electoral Officer may adapt any 
provision of the Act to deal with an emergency, an error, or an unusual or unforeseen circumstance. 
Subsection 178(2) also authorizes the Chief Electoral Officer to adapt the Special Voting Rules to make them 
applicable to by-elections. During the 2007 by-elections in Outremont, Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean and 
Saint-Hyacinthe—Bagot, the Chief Electoral Officer used his authority under these provisions for the 
following reasons: 


e As the Act formerly prohibited voting by prisoners serving sentences of more than two years, it does not 
describe a process for prisoners in federal correctional institutions to vote. Since the 2002 decision of the 
Supreme Court of Canada in Sauvé vp. Canada (Chief Electoral Officer) struck down the prohibition, the 
Act has had to be adapted 1n federal elections and by-elections, including the September 17, 2007, 
by-elections, to extend to federal institutions the statutory process for voting in provincial institutions. 


e A growing number of electors choose to vote at advance polls, but the Act provides for fewer election 
officers at those polls than at the ordinary polls on election day. The Chief Electoral Officer therefore 
adapted the Act to enable returning officers to appoint additional poll clerks, information officers, 
registration officers and central poll supervisors to assist at the advance polling stations. 


e The Chief Electoral Officer recetved a mailing envelope that contained an inner envelope that had not 
been inserted into an outer envelope. The Special Voting Rules as Adapted for the Purposes of a By-election do 
not provide for a special ballot officer setting aside an inner envelope that has not been sent in an outer 
envelope. Consequently, the Chief Electoral Officer adapted these Special Voting Rules to permit a 
special ballot officer to set aside an inner envelope that is not contained in an outer envelope. 


Evaluation: new voter identification requirements 


After election day, Elections Canada assessed the impact of the new voter identification requirements. We commissioned 
Environics to integrate results from various data collected during the event. Data sources included a tally sheet of 
identification documents used by voters; post-election telephone surveys, carried out by Createc, of 2,746 persons eligible 
to vote and |,112 election officers; and |,800 interviews with electors, conducted by Impact Research, to assess our 
advertising and communications campaigns. These results are available on the Elections Canada Web site at 
www.elections.ca under Electoral Law, Policy and Research > Research Documents. 


In broad terms, the findings indicate that the implementation of the Bill C-31 identification requirements went well. Some of 
the key findings of this evaluation were: 


e More than 9 in 10 voters reported their attitude to the new identification requirements as positive; 2 percent 
characterized their attitude as “very negative.” 


e Three percent of voters felt that voting took “a lot longer” as a result of the new identification requirements. 


e¢ Our communication efforts worked well in Saint-Hyacinthe-Bagot and Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean, but slightly less in 
Outremont, where lower recall rates were observed. 


e More than 9 in 10 voters expressed that they felt very well informed about the new identification requirements before 
going to the polls; in contrast, poll staff expressed a somewhat less positive view of voters’ level of understanding of the 
requirements. 
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¢ Virtually all those who went to the polls reported having proper identification on arrival; 6 percent reported a specific 
problem with identity verification. 


e About one third of voters considered using their voter information card as identification, although the card clearly states 
that it is not an identification document. 


e About 8 in 10 voters used a single photo identification showing name and address, most often a driver’s licence. Most of 
the remainder used two documents with no photo, both showing name and one showing address. One percent of 
electors swore an oath and were vouched for by another elector. 


e Almost all election officers felt that the overall process of voter identification went well, and two thirds felt it went very 
well. Two thirds of election officers did not personally encounter any specific problems related to voter identification. 


e About two thirds of deputy returning officers never had to refuse a ballot because of an identification-related issue, and 
15 percent had to do so more than once. Based on the tally sheets filled out by deputy returning officers to track 
identification documents used by voters, about two in one thousand electors (0.2 percent) could not satisfy the 
requirements. Our survey of electors indicated that 0.5 percent reported having left the polling station without voting 
because they could not satisfy the new requirements. 


Elections Canada expects to use these results to guide its communications approach in future electoral events; however, 
because electors in Quebec have been required to show some form of identification in the past few provincial elections, 
their expectations — and consequently their reactions — may differ from those in other provinces. 


Enforcement of the Canada Elections Act 


The Commissioner of Canada Elections has received 13 complaints stemming from the by-elections in 
Outremont, Roberval—Lac-Saint-Jean and Saint-Hyacinthe—Bagot. All but one have been closed. 


Candidates’ election expenses 


Candidates in the September 2007 by-elections had until January 17, 2008, to file their electoral campaign 
returns. There were 24 confirmed candidates in these by-elections; 15 filed within the original filing deadline, 
and 9 requested and were granted filing extensions beyond the date of this report. 


Any candidate who is elected or who received at least 10 percent of the valid votes cast is eligible to receive 
election expenses reimbursements equal to 60 percent of paid election expenses and paid candidate personal 
expenses. Any candidate who submits a return is eligible for an audit subsidy equal to the lesser of $1,500 or 
3 percent of the candidate’s election expenses; the minimum is $250. This subsidy is paid directly to the 
campaign auditor. 


Of the 24 confirmed candidates in the September 2007 by-elections, 7 were eligible for election expenses 
reimbursements. As of January 24, 2008, no final reimbursements had been paid; given the January 17, 2008, 
filing deadline, this is normal. Initial reimbursements paid for these by-elections totalled $88,099. As of 
January 24, 2008, no audit subsidy payments had been made; this is also normal.

3 034 électeurs ont été inscrits dans Desnethé- 
Missinippi-Riviére Churchill (1 888 de ces inscriptions 
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until March 11, 2008, 3,034 electors were registered 
in Desnethé-Missinippi—Churchill River 

(1,888 supplemental registrations sent from the 
Chief Electoral Officer and 1,146 as part of the 
revision process). In Toronto Centre, 6,968 electors 
were registered (2,163 supplemental registrations 
sent from the Chief Electoral Officer and 4,805 as 
part of the revision process). In Vancouver Quadra, 
3,365 electors were registered (1,661 supplemental 
registrations sent from the Chief Electoral Officer and 
1,704 as part of the revision process). In Willowdale, 
4,627 electors were registered (2,160 supplemental 
registrations sent from the Chief Electoral Officer 
and 2,467 as part of the revision process). These 
figures included electors who were already on the 
lists but had changed addresses. 


The names recorded on the final lists of electors 
(that is, the lists prepared after election day) 
numbered 42,375 in Desnethé-Missinippi- 
Churchill River, 85,962 in Toronto Centre, 83,602 
in Vancouver Quadra and 93,027 in Willowdale. 


These lists included the names of 1,275 electors who 
registered on election day in Desnethé-Missinippi-— 
Churchill River, some of whom had changed addresses. 
In Toronto Centre, 1,064 electors (including those 
with changes of address) registered on election day. 
And on election day, 1,712 electors registered in 
Vancouver Quadra and 625 in Willowdale. 


Polling stations 


On election day, the ordinary polling stations were 
open from 7:30 a.m. to 7:30 p.m. (Mountain Time) in 
Desnethé-Missinippi—Churchill River, from 9:30 a.m. 
to 9:30 p.m. (Eastern Time) in Toronto Centre and 
Willowdale, and from 7:00 a.m. to 7:00 p.m. (Pacific 
Time) in Vancouver Quadra. 


The returning officer in Desnethé—Missinippi—Churchill 
River set up 161 ordinary polling stations, 158 of which 
were stationary. In Toronto Centre, there were 

256 ordinary polling stations, 253 of which were 
stationary. In Vancouver Quadra, there were 

223 ordinary polling stations, 218 of which were 
stationary; and in Willowdale, there were 257 ordinary 
polling stations, 255 of which were stationary. 


In addition, the Act provides for the establishment of 
mobile polling stations to collect the votes of seniors 
and persons with disabilities who live in long-term care 
facilities. These polling stations, which serve polling

Bureaux de scrutin

In the March 17, 2008, by-election in 
Desnethé-Missinippi—Churchill River, 3 mobile polling 
stations served 141 electors. In Toronto Centre, there 
were 3 mobile polling stations serving 352 electors. 

In Vancouver Quadra, 5 mobile polling stations served 
875 electors. In Willowdale, 2 mobile polling stations 
served 313 electors. 


The returning officer is required to set up advance 
polling stations to collect the votes of electors who do not 
wish to go to their ordinary polling stations on election 
day. The electoral district of Desnethé-Missinippi- 
Churchill River had 15 advance polling stations, while 
Toronto Centre had 13, Vancouver Quadra had 12 and 
Willowdale had 11. All the advance polling stations 
were open from noon to 8:00 p.m. (local time) on 
March 7, 8 and 10, 2008. 


Polling results 


A total of 10,475 electors cast a ballot in the by-election 
in Desnethé-Missinippi-—Churchill River, a participation 
rate of 24.7%. Of these electors, 9,505 (or 90.7%) voted 
on election day at their ordinary polling stations. 


In Toronto Centre, 23,953 electors cast a ballot in the 
by-election, a participation rate of 27.9%. Of these 
electors, 21,621 (or 90.3%) voted on election day at 
their ordinary polling stations. 


In Vancouver Quadra, 28,243 electors cast a ballot in 
the by-election, a participation rate of 33.8%. Of these 
electors, 23,365 (or 82.7%) voted on election day at 
their ordinary polling stations. 


In Willowdale, 22,837 electors cast a ballot in the 
by-election, a participation rate of 24.5%. Of these 
electors, 20,965 (or 91.8%) voted on election day at 
their ordinary polling stations.

Subsection 17(1) of the Canada Elections Act gives 
the Chief Electoral Officer the authority to adapt any 
provision of the Act as necessary to deal with an 
emergency, an unusual or unforeseen circumstance 
or an error. Section 179 of the Special Voting Rules as 
Adapted for the Purposes of a By-election authorizes 
the Chief Electoral Officer to issue instructions to 
adapt those rules to a particular circumstance. 
During the 2008 by-elections in Desnethé-Missinippi- 
Churchill River, Toronto Centre, Vancouver Quadra 
and Willowdale, the Chief Electoral Officer used his 
adaptation authority on six occasions. 


The Canada Elections Act prohibits voting by prisoners 
in federal institutions, and it does not describe a 
process for such prisoners to vote. Since the 2002 
decision of the Supreme Court of Canada in Sauvé, 
which struck down the prohibition, the Act has had 
to be adapted in every subsequent federal election 
to extend the statutory process for voting by the 
Special Voting Rules in provincial institutions to 
federal institutions. 


While there is a growing number of electors who are 
choosing to vote at advance polls, the Canada Elections 
Act provides for fewer election officers at advance polls 
than at ordinary polls on polling day. In particular, 
there is provision for only one deputy returning officer 
and one poll clerk for each advance polling station, 
and no provision for information officers, registration 
officers or central poll supervisors at advance polling 
stations. The Canada Elections Act was adapted to enable 
returning officers to appoint additional deputy returning 
officers and poll clerks, and to appoint information 
officers, registration officers and central poll supervisors 
to assist at the advance polling stations.

The March 17, 2008, by-elections 


On the occasion of the March 17, 2008, by-elections, 
the Chief Electoral Officer drafted an instruction 
pursuant to section 179 of the Special Voting Rules 

as Adapted for the Purposes of a By-election in such 

a manner as to render it applicable to all by-elections. 
Section 276 of the Special Voting Rules as Adapted for 
the Purposes of a By-election does not provide for the 
setting aside of an outer envelope where the elector is 
not entitled to vote in the electoral district. The rules 
were adapted to allow such an outer envelope to be set 
aside unopened. 


Environment Canada issued a winter weather advisory 
for the electoral districts of Toronto Centre and 
Willowdale during the time of the advance polls. 

An adaptation was made to allow a returning officer, 
with the prior approval of the Chief Electoral Officer, 
to reduce the number of hours during which an 
advance poll was open or to cancel the advance poll. 


A special ballot was received in an inner envelope, 

but with no outer envelope. The Special Voting Rules 

as Adapted for the Purposes of a By-election, however, 
do not provide for a special ballot officer to set aside 
an inner envelope that is not sent in an outer envelope. 
The rules were adapted to allow special ballot officers 
to set aside unopened an inner envelope not contained 
within an outer envelope, and to provide for the 
disposition of inner envelopes set aside. The adaptation 
also required the Special Voting Rules Administrator 
to report on the number of inner and outer envelopes 
set aside. 


Finally, with respect to the electoral district of 
Desnethé-Missinippi-Churchill River, the Canada 
Elections Act was adapted to address a situation 
where ballots cast at an advance poll were erroneously 
combined with those cast at a regular poll. In this 
instance, the advance poll ballots were deemed to 
have been cast at the regular poll, and the ballots 
were jointly counted and reported in accordance 
with the adapted provisions.

The Special Voting Rules allow voting by special ballot, 
by mail or in person at the local Elections Canada 
office. If electors are away from their electoral districts, 
they can also register to vote with Elections Canada in 
Ottawa. Official voting results under the Special Voting 
Rules are broken down into two groups. 


Under Group 1, we report results of votes cast by the 
following categories of electors: 


* Canadian electors temporarily residing outside Canada 
¢ Canadian Forces electors 
* incarcerated electors 


Under Group 2, we report results of votes cast by 
the following categories of electors: 


* Canadian residents who are away from their 
electoral districts

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Numbers of registered electors 


For the November 9, 2009, by-elections, there 

were 67,789 names on the preliminary lists of 

electors in Cumberland—Colchester-Musquodoboit 
Valley; 78,620 names on the preliminary lists for 
Hochelaga; 77,886 names on the preliminary lists for 
Montmagny-LIslet-Kamouraska-—Riviere-du-Loup; 
and 82,225 names on the preliminary lists for New 
Westminster-Coquitlam. The lists were produced 
from information in the National Register of Electors. 
During the revision period, which extended from 
October 7 until November 3, 2009, 1,773 electors were 
registered in Cumberland-Colchester-Musquodoboit 
Valley (752 supplemental registrations sent from 

the Chief Electoral Officer and 1,021 as part of the 
revision process). In Hochelaga, 3,117 electors were 
registered (2,729 supplemental registrations sent 
from the Chief Electoral Officer and 388 as part 

of the revision process). In Montmagny-LIslet- 
Kamouraska-Riviére-du-Loup, 2,605 electors were 
registered (1,521 supplemental registrations sent from 
the Chief Electoral Officer and 1,084 as part of the 
revision process). In New Westminster-Coquitlam, 
1,530 electors were registered (956 supplemental 
registrations sent from the Chief Electoral Officer 
and 574 as part of the revision process).

The names recorded on the final lists of electors (that is, 
the lists prepared after election day) numbered 68,304 
in Cumberland—Colchester-Musquodoboit Valley;

These lists included the names of 531 electors who 
registered on election day in Cumberland—Colchester- 
Musquodoboit Valley, some of whom had changed 
addresses.

The returning officer in Cumberland—Colchester- 
Musquodoboit Valley set up 226 ordinary polling 
stations, 215 of which were stationary. In Hochelaga, 
there were 207 ordinary polling stations, 201 of which 
were stationary. In Montmagny-LIslet-Kamouraska- 
Riviere-du-Loup, there were 241 ordinary polling 
stations, 226 of which were stationary. In New 
Westminster-Coquitlam, there were 211 ordinary 
polling stations, 204 of which were stationary. 


In addition, the Act provides for the establishment of 
mobile polling stations to collect the votes of seniors 
and persons with disabilities who live in long-term care 
facilities. These polling stations, which serve polling 
divisions with at least two institutions, travel from 
institution to institution, and they remain open at each 
place only as long as necessary to enable the electors 
present to vote.

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Foreword 


This report covers the four by-elections held on November 9, 2009, in the electoral districts of 
Cumberland—Colchester-Musquodoboit Valley, Hochelaga, Montmagny—L’Islet-Kamouraska— 
Riviere-du-Loup and New Westminster—Coquitlam. 


According to subsection 534(2) of the Canada Elections Act, a report on by-elections must cover 
by-elections held throughout the year and also set out “any matter or event that has arisen or 
occurred in connection with the administration of the Chief Electoral Officer’s office since the 
last report [...] and that he or she considers should be brought to the attention of the House of 
Commons.” 


This document follows the Report of the Chief Electoral Officer of Canada on the 40th General 
Election of October 14, 2008, sabmitted in February 2009, and the Report on the Evaluations of the 
40th General Election of October 14, 2008, sabmitted in June 2009, which identified a number of 
issues calling for legislative or administrative improvements. We were able to implement some of 
the improvement measures set out in those reports before or during the last by-elections — for 
example, the changes made to the telephone installations in our local offices and to our training 
programs for election officers. 


This report is divided into three sections: 


e Context of the November 2009 by-elections - The particular circumstances surrounding 
these elections and the administrative initiatives implemented for these electoral events. 


e Conduct of the November 2009 by-elections - Elections Canada’s activities during these 
elections and the voting results. 


e Next steps - The main actions that Elections Canada plans to undertake following these 
elections. 
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|. Context of the 
November 2009 By-elections 


[.1 HINI flu 


The November 2009 by-elections were held while the HIN] flu pandemic alert was in effect 
across the country and abroad. Elections Canada, in collaboration with the Public Health Agency 
of Canada, had developed a contingency plan for dealing with the situation in case of an election. 


For the by-elections, various precautions were taken to protect the health of electors and election 
workers, such as distributing bottles of hand cleaner and cleaning wipes to polling sites and to 
offices. In cases where polling stations for the general public had been set up in long-term care 
facilities during previous elections, returning officers were this time instructed to set up those 
polling stations elsewhere, whenever possible; this was done in most cases. Pertinent information 
on how to prevent the flu was provided to electors and election workers, and special measures 
were put in place in case the absenteeism rate proved to be higher than usual. The overall results 
were positive. 


|.2 New administrative initiatives 


Elections Canada took advantage of the November 2009 by-elections to introduce a number of 
measures for improving the administration of electoral events and service to electors. The main 
initiatives that were implemented are as follows: 


Telephony - In the past, Elections Canada paid a monthly sum to telephone companies between 
elections in order to reserve a certain number of telephone lines for potential local offices. During 
the November 2009 by-elections, we tried a new strategy that involved using cell phones for the 
first 10 days of the election, while land lines were being installed. Overall, this system worked 
well and may be applied on a larger scale during a general election. The use of cell phones allows 
electors and candidates to contact their returning officer right from the issue of the writs. 
Furthermore, Elections Canada will realize savings by reducing the costs for guaranteeing in 
advance the availability of conventional telephone services for its local offices. 
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Advance polling stations - In the spring of 2009, returning officers in rural electoral districts 
reviewed the number and distribution of their advance polling stations with a view to ensuring 
closer voting services for electors, especially in remote areas. We compared the proportion of 
electors who voted at the advance polls in the areas served by the new advance polling stations 
during the by-election and the 40th general election. The initiative had a statistically significant 
positive effect on the advance poll in the area served by the new advance polling station in 
Cumberland—Colchester-Musquodoboit Valley. In Montmagny-—L’Islet-Kamouraska—Ruviére- 
du-Loup, the results were less conclusive. The findings cannot, however, be generalized for the 
country as a whole. 


Training — Following the last general election, we undertook to enhance training for election 
officers, primarily to ensure a more consistent application of the rules and procedures. In 
September 2009, all training officers —- who had had to train themselves in the past — received 
training in the regions on the training programs for election officers. Furthermore, we adopted a 
new instructional approach that focuses on the knowledge that election officers must have to 
perform their work, instead of looking to cover all of the exceptions. These initiatives led us to 
change some of our instructional tools and to create new ones. We are currently assessing the 
impact of those changes with a view to making any necessary adjustments. 
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2. Conduct of the 
November 2009 By-elections 


2.1 Launch of the by-elections 
Four vacancies in the House of Commons precipitated the November 2009 by-elections. 


e On April 13, 2009, Dawn Black, the New Democratic Party Member of Parliament for New 
Westminster-Coquitlam (British Columbia), resigned, leaving her seat in the House of 
Commons vacant. Ms. Black was first elected on November 21, 1988. 


e On April 30, 2009, Bill Casey, the Independent Member of Parliament for Cumberland- 
Colchester-Musquodoboit Valley (Nova Scotia), resigned, leaving his seat in the House of 
Commons vacant. Mr. Casey was first elected on November 21, 1988. 


e On May 21, 2009, Paul Créte, Bloc Québécois Member of Parliament for Montmagny- 
L7Islet-Kamouraska-Riviére-du-Loup (Quebec), resigned, leaving his seat in the House of 
Commons vacant. Mr. Créte was first elected on October 25, 1993. 


e On September 16, 2009, Réal Ménard, Bloc Québécois Member of Parliament for 
Hochelaga (Quebec), resigned, leaving his seat in the House of Commons vacant. 
Mr. Ménard was first elected on October 25, 1993. 


Given the date on which the Member of Parliament for New Westminster—-Coquitlam resigned, 
the deadline for calling an election in this electoral district was October 13, 2009, pursuant to the 
Parliament of Canada Act. On September 11, 2009, the Chief Electoral Officer held a 
teleconference with members of the Advisory Committee of Political Parties to update them on 
various topics, particularly the new measures taken by Elections Canada as part of its election 
preparations. 


Writs were issued on October 4, 2009, directing the returning officers in Cumberland— 
Colchester-Musquodoboit Valley, Hochelaga, Montmagny-—L’Islet--Kamouraska—Riviere-du- 
Loup and New Westminster—Coquitlam to conduct by-elections on November 9, 2009. 
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House of Commons seat distribution 

On October 4, 2009, the seat distribution in the House of Commons was: 
e Conservative Party of Canada — 143 seats 

e Liberal Party of Canada — 77 seats 

e Bloc Québécois — 47 seats 

e New Democratic Party — 36 seats 

e Independent — 1] seat 


e Vacant — 4 seats 


The returning officers 


The returning officers in charge of conducting the 2009 by-elections in the four electoral districts 
in question were: Darlene Mackay for Cumberland—Colchester-Musquodoboit Valley; Suzanne 
Paquin for Hochelaga; Pierrette Couillard for Montmagny-—L’Islet-Kamouraska—Riviére-du- 
Loup; and Leslie Neil Budd for New Westminster—Coquitlam. 


The candidates 


From the time the returning officers published the Notice of Election, prospective candidates in 
the by-elections had until 2:00 p.m. on October 19, 2009, to file their nomination papers. The 
candidates had until 5:00 p.m. on the same day to withdraw or make corrections to the name, 
address or occupation indicated on their nomination papers; none of the candidates withdrew 
before the deadline. Table 8 (page 24) presents in detail the political parties and candidates who 
participated in these elections. 


Elections Canada posted the names of candidates on its Web site as they were confirmed, and 
posted the final lists of confirmed candidates once nominations closed. It also provided the 
official lists to Canadian diplomatic missions and consular posts through the Department of 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade, and to Canadian Forces bases through the Department 
of National Defence.

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2.3 Communicating with electors 


At all electoral events, Elections Canada strives to promote awareness among electors about their 
right to vote, key dates in the electoral calendar, voting rules and procedures, as well as changes 
to electoral law. Each communications and outreach campaign 1s tailored to the geography and 
demographics of the electoral districts. 


Advertising and media relations 


The key messages of our advertising campaign for the 2009 by-elections, as for the general 
election of October 14, 2008, focused on the new identification requirements for voters and the 
different voting options. The campaign included two 30-second radio ads and two half-page 
print ads. According to a post-election survey conducted by Cossette Media, the percentage of 
voters who were aware that by-elections were being held was slightly lower than the usual rate 
(1.e. over 90 percent) in two electoral districts: Hochelaga (80 percent) and New Westminster— 
Coquitlam (83 percent). 


Among those aware of the by-elections, 78 percent remembered receiving the voter information 
card at home, which 1s the rate normally observed during by-elections. The same was true with 
regard to the rate of recall for the reminder brochure (38 percent), newspapers ads (35 percent) 
and radio ads (31 percent). This information will help us optimize our media purchase plan for 
future events. | 


With regard to media relations, Elections Canada received 71 calls from the media, made 

180 proactive calls to the media, granted 5 official interviews and published 15 news releases. 
Questions from the media primarily involved polling hours and locations, voter turnout at the 
advance polls and identification requirements for voters. 


Specialized campaigns 


Following our general practice, Elections Canada made special communications and outreach 
efforts to groups and communities thought likely to experience difficulty in exercising their right 
to vote, or not reached as easily by the general advertising campaign. For example, we distributed 
information kits to organizations that provide services to persons with special needs. In 

New Westmuinster—Coquitlam, we published ads in community newspapers in Korean, Punjabi 
and Chinese.

Our community relations officers played a key role in the specialized campaigns conducted in the 
four electoral districts. For example: 


e For youth, they carried out numerous outreach activities — information sessions, information 
booths and distributed promotional material in educational institutions, including a new 
pamphlet developed specifically for students. 


e For ethnocultural communities, they contacted the associations and organizations that 
represent these communities. 


e For Aboriginal communities in Cumberland—Colchester-Musquodoboit Valley and 
New Westminster—Coquitlam, they contacted organizations such as First Nations reserves, 
Aboriginal health centres and friendship centres. 


e For homeless electors, they initiated discussions with the administrators of homeless shelters 
and distributed information materials in churches, youth centres and soup kitchens. 


Electoral information sources 


Electors could obtain information on registration and voting by contacting their local Elections 
Canada office, contacting Elections Canada directly or using the Voter Information Service on 
our Web site. During the election period, our bilingual staff at the Enquiries Unit answered 
617 calls and 59 e-mails from the public, and provided information materials upon request. 


Furthermore, advertisements were placed so that they were clearly visible on our Web site in 
order to help returning officers recruit the staff required for election day. On election night, 
voting results were posted on the site as they became available and there was a record number of 
21,900 visits to the site. 


2.4 Communicating with candidates, official agents and auditors 


Returning officers supplied various materials to candidates, official agents and auditors for 
the November 2009 by-elections. The returning officers met with the candidates and/or their 
representatives to ensure everyone received the same information on various issues, such as 
election day rules, the election officer positions for which candidates could recommend 
applicants, and certain initiatives that Elections Canada planned to implement during the 
elections. 
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2.5 Revising the lists of electors 


As usual, Elections Canada used the information from the National Register of Electors to 
produce the preliminary lists of electors. The revision period ran from October 7 to 
November 3, 2009. 


In Cumberland-—Colchester-Musquodoboit Valley (estimated population of 

67,789 electors), quality estimates at the beginning of the by-election indicated that 

95 percent of electors were on the preliminary lists and that 83 percent were at the correct 
address as of October 7, 2009. As part of the targeted revision drive, revising agents visited 
490 addresses identified by the returning officer in high-mobility areas, new residential 
developments, long-term care facilities and university residences. In all, 1,773 electors were 
registered during the revision period, and 531 on election day. 


In Hochelaga (estimated population of 78,620 electors), quality estimates at the beginning 
of the by-election indicated that 97 percent of electors were on the preliminary lists and that 
83 percent were at the correct address as of October 7, 2009. Targeted revision involved 
visits to 620 addresses. In all, 3,117 electors were registered during the revision period, and 
206 on election day. . 


In Montmagny-L’Islet-Kamouraska-Riviére-du-Loup (estimated population of 
77,886 electors), quality estimates at the beginning of the by-election indicated that 

95 percent of electors were on the preliminary lists and that 87 percent were at the correct 
address as of October 7, 2009. Targeted revision involved visits to 579 addresses. In all, 
2,605 electors were registered during the revision period, and 303 on election day. 


In New Westminster—Coquitlam (estimated population of 82,225 electors), quality 
estimates at the beginning of the by-election indicated that 91 percent of electors were on the 
preliminary lists and that 86 percent were at the correct address as of October 7, 2009. 
Targeted revision involved visits to 2,894 addresses. In all, 1,530 electors were registered 
during the revision period, and 476 on election day.

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2.6 Ordinary polls and advance polls 


On election day, electors could vote at the ordinary polls from 8:30 a.m. to 8:30 p.m. (Atlantic 
Time) in Cumberland—Colchester-Musquodoboit Valley; from 9:30 a.m. to 9:30 p.m. (Eastern 
Time) in Hochelaga and Montmagny—L ’Islet-Kamouraska—Riviére-du-Loup; and from 

7:00 a.m. to 7:00 p.m. (Pacific Time) in New Westminster—Coquitlam. Electors could also vote 
at the advance polls, which were open on October 30 and 31, as well as on November 2, from 
noon to 8:00 p.m. Table 3 lists the types of polling sites (each one may include several polling 
stations).

2.7 Voting by special ballot 


As in any election, electors could vote by mail or at the local Elections Canada office using a 
special ballot, under the Special Voting Rules (SVR). Canadians abroad could obtain 
information about voting by special ballot by contacting any of the diplomatic missions and 
consular posts of the Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade, or by visiting the 
Elections Canada Web site. Members of the Canadian Forces — whether based in Canada or 
abroad — were informed of their voting rights by the Department of National Defence. When the 
writs were issued, special ballot voting kits were sent to all Canadian Forces electors and electors 
residing outside Canada whose names appeared on the lists established for the electoral districts 
of Cumberland—Colchester-Musquodoboit Valley, Hochelaga, Montmagny—L’Islet— 
Kamouraska—Riviere-du-Loup and New Westminster—Coquitlam. 


Elections Canada ensured that electors hospitalized in acute-care facilities during the by-elections 
were able to register and vote by special ballot. Registration and voting in acute-care hospitals 
took place on November 1, 2 and 3, 2009.

On election night, each returning officer’s Event Results System (ERS) was linked to Elections 
Canada’s central computer. At the end of the count at each polling station, the deputy returning 
officer called in the results to the local Elections Canada office, where a staff member entered the 
totals into the ERS and transmitted them to Elections Canada in Ottawa for posting on the 
Elections Canada Web site. Ballots cast under the Special Voting Rules by incarcerated and 
Canadian Forces electors, and by Canadians voting outside their electoral districts, were counted 
at Elections Canada in Ottawa during the week before election day and on election night. 


In Cumberland-Colchester-Musquodoboit Valley, Scott Armstrong, the Conservative 
Party of Canada candidate, was elected. 


In Hochelaga, Daniel Paillé, the Bloc Québécois candidate, was elected. 


In Montmagny-L7Islet-Kamouraska-Riviere-du-Loup, Bernard Généreux, the 
Conservative Party of Canada candidate, was elected. 


In New Westminster-Coquitlam, Fin Donnelly, the New Democratic Party candidate, was 
elected. 


Table 8 identifies each candidate by political affiliation and shows the number and proportion of 
valid votes obtained.

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Returning officers validate the results as soon as possible after election day. Validation was done 
on November 10 in Hochelaga and Montmagny-—L ’Islet-Kamouraska—Riviere-du-Loup; on 
November 11 in New Westminster—Coquitlam; and on November 12 in Cumberland— 
Colchester-Musquodoboit Valley.

2.10 Adaptations 


In accordance with subsection 17(1) of the Canada Elections Act, the Chief Electoral Officer may 
adapt any provision of the Act to deal with an emergency, an error, or an unusual or unforeseen 
circumstance. During the November 2009 by-elections, the Chief Electoral Officer used this 
authority for the following reason: 


e In general, a growing number of electors choose to vote at advance polls, but the Act 
provides for fewer election officers at the advance polls than at the ordinary polls on election 
day. The Chief Electoral Officer therefore adapted the Act to enable returning officers to 
appoint additional election officers to assist for the advance polls. 


In accordance with section 179 of the Special Voting Rules as Adapted for the Purposes of a 

By-election (Regulations (by-election)), the Chief Electoral Officer may issue any instructions that 
he considers necessary in order to apply or adapt these regulations to a particular circumstance. 
During the November 2009 by-elections, the Chief Electoral Officer used this authority for the 


following reason: 


e The Act formerly prohibited voting by prisoners serving sentences of more than two years 
and therefore did not provide a voting process for prisoners in federal correctional 
institutions. As a result of the 2002 decision of the Supreme Court of Canada in Sauvé v. 
Canada (Chnef Electoral Officer), which struck down the prohibition, the Regulations 
(by-election) were adapted by instruction to extend to federal institutions the statutory process 
for voting in provincial institutions. 


2.11 Enforcement of the Canada Elections Act 


The Commissioner of Canada Elections received 15 complaints regarding the November 2009 
by-elections. All the complaints involved acts that took place during the election period and most 
of them were related to election advertising. Thirteen of the files have been closed and two others 
are still under review. 


REPORT ON THE 2009 BY-ELECTIONS 


2.12 Candidates’ election expenses 


All candidates in a federal election are bound by the Act to report their election expenses. The 
23 candidates in the November 2009 by-elections had until March 9, 2010, to submit the 
Candidate’s Electoral Campaign Return. 


Any candidate who 1s elected or who receives at least 10 percent of the valid votes cast is eligible 
to receive election expenses reimbursements equal to 60 percent of paid election expenses and 
paid candidate personal expenses. In addition, any candidate who submits a return is eligible for 
an audit subsidy (paid directly to the campaign auditor) equal to the lesser of $1,500 or 

3 percent of the candidate’s election expenses; the minimum is $250. 


Following the November 2009 by-elections, 13 candidates are eligible for reimbursement. Partial 
reimbursements already paid for these by-elections total $169,816.

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3. Next Steps 


Overall, the November 2009 by-elections ran smoothly. However, our post-electoral evaluations 
identified some issues that we intend to address in order to make the electoral process even more 
efficient and accessible. 


Elections Canada has made many changes to its administrative processes over the past two 
decades to make voting more accessible to all electors, including those with physical disabilities. 
In fact, increasing the accessibility of the electoral process is a key objective of Elections Canada’s 
five-year strategic plan and the organization remains committed to working with stakeholders, 
including organizations representing persons with physical disabilities, to make additional 
improvements that will continue to build on our progress in this area. This includes following up 
on the February 2010 decision of the Canadian Human Rights Tribunal, which found that a 
complaint that level access was not provided at a Toronto polling station during the March 2008 
by-election and October 2008 general election was substantiated. Elections Canada has 
acknowledged that the elector’s rights had been violated and will work with the Canadian 
Human Rights Commission, the complainant and other interested parties to improve its 
processes and implement the changes requested by the tribunal. 


With regard to the administrative issues described in our reports on the 40th general election, we 
will continue to work diligently to implement the most efficient and effective solutions. Some 
initiatives, such as those described at the beginning of this report, have already produced 
encouraging results. 


As for the legislative issues, Elections Canada will soon submit its recommendations report 
following the 40th general election. This will include a more detailed analysis of the key 
challenges that will have to be addressed to continue to meet the changing needs and 
expectations of all participants in the Canadian electoral process.

On September 15, 2010, Inky Mark, the Conservative

Registered electors 


For the November 2010 by-elections, there were 

52,682 names on the preliminary lists of electors in 
Dauphin-Swan River-Marquette; 120,606 names on 
the preliminary lists for Vaughan; and 50,833 names 
on the preliminary lists for Winnipeg North. The 

lists were produced from information in the National 
Register of Electors. During the revision period, which 
extended from October 27 until November 23, 2010, 
2,934 electors were registered in Dauphin—Swan River- 
Marquette. In Vaughan, 549 electors were registered. In 
Winnipeg North, 1,300 electors were registered. These 
figures include electors who were already on the lists 
but had changed addresses. 


The names recorded on the final lists of electors (that 
is, the lists prepared after election day) numbered 
53,660 in Dauphin-Swan River-Marquette; 121,586 in 
Vaughan; and 51,686 in Winnipeg North. 


The final lists included the names of electors who 
registered on election day, some of whom had changed 
addresses. In Dauphin-Swan River-Marquette, 

864 electors registered on election day, while 1,027 
registered in Vaughan and 749 registered in Winnipeg 
North.

Polling stations 


On election day, the ordinary polling stations were 
open from 8:30 a.m. to 8:30 p.m. (Central Time) in 
Dauphin-Swan River-Marquette and Winnipeg North; 
and from 9:30 a.m. to 9:30 p.m. (Eastern Time) in 
Vaughan. 


The returning officer in Dauphin—Swan River- 
Marquette set up 194 ordinary polling stations, 179 

of which were stationary. In Vaughan, there were 

270 ordinary polling stations, 267 of which were 
stationary. In Winnipeg North, there were 142 ordinary 


polling stations, 136 of which were stationary. 


In addition, the Act provides for the establishment of 
mobile polling stations to collect the votes of seniors 
and persons with disabilities who live in long-term 
care facilities. These polling stations, which serve 
polling divisions with at least two institutions, travel 
from institution to institution and remain open at each 
place only as long as necessary to enable the electors 
present to vote. In the November 2010 by-election in 
Dauphin-Swan River-Marquette, 15 mobile polling 
stations were established to serve 1,893 electors. In 
Vaughan, 3 mobile polling stations were established 
for 342 electors. In Winnipeg North, 6 mobile polling 
stations were established for 877 electors. 


The returning officer is required to set up advance 
polling stations to collect the votes of electors who do 
not wish to go to their ordinary polling stations on 
election day. The electoral district of Dauphin-Swan 
River-Marquette had 25 advance polling stations, while 
Vaughan had 12 and Winnipeg North had 8. All the 
advance polling stations were open from noon to 

8:00 p.m. (local time) on November 19, 20 and 22.

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Introduction 


This report covers the by-election held on March 19, 2012, in the electoral district of 
Toronto—Danforth (Ontario) and the three by-elections held on November 26, 2012, in the electoral 
districts of Calgary Centre (Alberta), Durham (Ontario) and Victoria (British Columbia). 


According to subsection 534(2) of the Canada Elections Act, if one or more by-elections are held in 
a year, the Chief Electoral Officer must, within 90 days after the end of the year, produce a report 
that sets out “any matter or event that has arisen or occurred in connection with the administration of 
the Chief Electoral Officer’s office since the last report ... and that he or she considers should be 
brought to the attention of the House of Commons.” 


For the 2012 by-elections, Elections Canada carried over the same administrative improvements to 
the conduct of elections that had been introduced during the 41st general election, held in May 2011. 
Examples include making improvements to ensure greater accessibility of polling sites, providing 
assistance to electors in acute care facilities so that they could vote by special ballot and allowing the 
use of the voter information card at specific voting locations to facilitate proof of identity and 
address. 


Two events arose during the May 2011 general election that generated much attention. The first 
concerned irregularities in polling day procedures that were identified in the riding of Etobicoke 
Centre (Ontario). As a result, Elections Canada initiated an independent review of compliance with 
polling day procedures. In the interim, measures were taken during the November 26, 2012, 
by-elections to improve compliance with polling day procedures and to understand how improved 
monitoring could affect overall levels of compliance. Refer to On-site conformity advisor initiative 
for November by-elections in section 1.1 for further details. 


In addition, allegations of fraudulent telephone calls were made during the May 2011 general 
election, but to our knowledge at this time, the issue did not materialize during the 2012 
by-elections. Refer to Electoral law enforcement in section 1.4 for details on communications 
received during the by-elections. 
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1. The 2012 By-elections 


1.1. Launch of the By-elections 


Issue of the writs 


The by-elections held in 2012 were called to replace four members of Parliament: 


e the Honourable Jack Layton, New Democratic Party Member of Parliament for 
Toronto—Danforth (Ontario) since June 28, 2004, and party leader, who had passed away on 
August 22, 2011 


e Lee Richardson, Conservative Party of Canada Member of Parliament for Calgary Centre 
(Alberta) since June 28, 2004, who had resigned on June 6, 2012 

e the Honourable Bev Oda, Conservative Party of Canada Member of Parliament for Durham 
(Ontario) since June 28, 2004, who had resigned on July 31, 2012 


e Denise Savoie, New Democratic Party Member of Parliament for Victoria (British Columbia) 
since January 23, 2006, who had resigned on August 31, 2012 


The writ for the Toronto—Danforth by-election was dated February 6, 2012, and the date for the 
by-election was set as March 19, 2012. The writs for the Calgary Centre, Durham and Victoria 
by-elections were dated October 21, 2012, and the date for the by-elections was set as November 26, 
2012.

Under the Canada Elections Act, returning officers must open offices without delay after the writs 
are issued. The Chief Electoral Officer mandated all four returning officers to prepare for the 
by-elections by researching suitable and accessible office space and polling sites and by identifying 
potential printing services as well as furniture and equipment suppliers. 


Returning officers opened one local office in each electoral district. No satellite offices were opened. 
The local office for Toronto—Danforth was opened to the public on February 7, 2012. 


The local offices for the November 26, 2012, by-elections were opened on the following dates: 
e Calgary Centre — October 21, 2012 

e Durham — October 22, 2012 

e Victoria — October 23, 2012 


Polling sites 


For the four by-elections, returning officers set up 52 advance polling stations, 858 stationary polls 
and 31 mobile polling stations on polling day. These were located at 36 advance polling sites, 

173 ordinary stationary sites and 82 mobile sites. Tables 1 through 3 in the Appendix list the types of 
polling sites and types of polling stations used in the by-elections, as well as the types of polling sites 
used compared to those in the 41st general election. All polling sites met Elections Canada’s 
accessibility criteria. 


Election officers 


Recruiting election officers 

The number of election officer positions filled for the by-elections, including individuals on standby 
to replace election officers, if needed, were: 

e Toronto—Danforth — 575, compared with 534 for the 41st general election 

e Calgary Centre — 678, compared with 669 for the 41st general election 

e Durham — 704, compared with 784 for the 41st general election 

e Victoria — 681, compared with 726 for the 41st general election 


To fill the positions, returning officers turned to: 


e names of potential election officers provided by candidates of the registered political parties 
whose candidates finished first or second in the last election; however, only 52 names were 
submitted across all four electoral districts 


e online applications submitted through the Elections Canada website; 4,494 were submitted 
across all four electoral districts 


e applications received following print and radio media placement (which proved to be a powerful 
recruitment tool) 


e names of election officers from previous elections 


A total of 327 election officers aged 16 to 25 were hired across all four electoral districts, compared 
with 422 in the 41st general election.

Resources available to election officers 


The following resources were available to election officers during regular business hours and on an 
on-call basis until 9:00 p.m. (local time) during the by-elections: 


e Elections Canada Support Network — Agents at Elections Canada assisted returning officers 
and election workers with the day-to-day administration of the by-elections. 


e Field liaison officers — Experienced election practitioners provided support and guidance to 
returning officers, kept Elections Canada informed about how the by-elections were progressing 
at the local level and helped with media relations. 


e Resource persons — Experts at Elections Canada gave returning officers personalized assistance 
in unusual or unforeseen situations. 


On-site conformity advisor initiative for November by-elections 


In response to irregularities identified at the polls in the riding of Etobicoke Centre (Ontario) during 
the May 2011 general election, Elections Canada initiated an independent review of compliance with 
polling day procedures. The Chief Electoral Officer will report to Parliament in April 2013 on the 
findings of that review and the resulting Compliance Action Plan. 


Elections Canada implemented measures during the by-elections in November 2012 to improve 
compliance with polling day procedures and to understand how improved monitoring could affect 
overall levels of compliance. The Chief Electoral officer directed the three returning officers 
involved in the November 2012 by-elections to improve the delivery of training to election officers, 
by placing a particular emphasis on compliance with the rules pertaining to voter registration and 
vouching at polling stations. In Durham and Victoria, returning officers were required to put in place 
mechanisms to monitor compliance with election day voting procedures and to take immediate 
corrective action as required. To allow for a comparative analysis, on-site compliance advisors were 
not hired in Calgary Centre. 


Elections Canada identified and recruited experienced election officers from neighbouring electoral 
districts to participate in the project as on-site conformity advisors. They received a full day of 
intensive review of polling day procedures, and their knowledge was then validated through testing 
and by receiving a satisfactory grade. There were 63 advisors in Durham and 32 in Victoria. 


These on-site conformity advisors, appointed as additional central poll supervisors, were posted at 
polling sites in the Durham and Victoria electoral districts during the advance and ordinary polls. 
The advisors were responsible for verifying that election officers executed their duties in compliance 
with procedures. If irregularities occurred during the course of the day, the advisors reported them to 
the central poll supervisor, who was then required to address the concerns and take immediate 
corrective action. 


The results of the on-site conformity advisor initiative will be reflected in the April 2013 report to 
Parliament. 


1.2. Working with Political Entities 


Candidates and registered political parties 


When the writ was issued for the Toronto—Danforth by-election, 18 political parties were registered. 
Prospective candidates had until 2:00 p.m. on February 27, 2012, to file their nomination papers. 
Eleven candidates were confirmed for the by-election, and eight registered parties endorsed 
candidates: the Canadian Action Party, the Conservative Party of Canada, the Green Party of 
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Canada, the Liberal Party of Canada, the Libertarian Party of Canada, the New Democratic Party, the 
Progressive Canadian Party and the United Party of Canada. There were three independent 
candidates. 


When the writs were issued for the by-elections in Calgary Centre, Durham and Victoria, 18 political 
parties were registered. Once candidate Michael Nicula was confirmed in the riding of Durham, the 
Online Party of Canada became a registered party. Prospective candidates had until 2:00 p.m. on 
November 5, 2012, to file their nomination papers. 


In Calgary Centre, one potential candidate did not meet all statutory requirements, as his nomination 
paper did not have the required number of signatures to support the nomination. Six candidates were 
confirmed for the by-election. Five registered parties endorsed candidates: the Conservative Party of 
Canada, the Green Party of Canada, the Liberal Party of Canada, the Libertarian Party of Canada and 
the New Democratic Party. There was one independent candidate. 


In Durham, one potential candidate’s official agent had not signed the required documents, and thus 
all statutory requirements were not met by the close of nominations. Six candidates were confirmed 
for the by-election, endorsed by the following registered parties: the Christian Heritage Party of 
Canada, the Conservative Party of Canada, the Green Party of Canada, the Liberal Party of Canada, 
the New Democratic Party and the Online Party of Canada. 


In Victoria, six candidates were confirmed for the by-election, endorsed by the following registered 
parties: the Christian Heritage Party of Canada, the Conservative Party of Canada, the Green Party of 
Canada, the Liberal Party of Canada, the Libertarian Party of Canada and the New Democratic Party. 


Communications and information sessions 


Returning officers provided documentation to candidates, their official agents and auditors for the 
2012 by-elections. Returning officers held meetings with confirmed candidates and their 
representatives after nominations closed. Several topics of interest were discussed, such as polling 
day rules, polling sites, accessibility, the revision process, the registration process, roles and 
responsibilities of candidates’ representatives in the polling stations and polling day procedures. In 
Durham and Victoria, both returning officers provided further information to candidates and their 
representatives about the on-site conformity advisor initiative. 


These meetings are always held in a group setting to ensure that the information is consistent and 
that everyone receives the information first-hand. Meeting summaries were produced afterward and 
distributed to all invitees, including those who were unable to attend. 


The meetings were held on the following dates: 
e Toronto—Danforth — February 29, 2012 

e Calgary Centre — November 7, 2012 

e Durham — November 7, 2012 

e Victoria — November 8, 2012 


Election expenses limits 


The Canada Elections Act sets separate limits on the election expenses of candidates and registered 
political parties. The election expenses limit for candidates is based on several factors, including the 
number of names appearing on the preliminary or revised lists of electors for an electoral district, 

whichever yields the higher expenses limit. The election expenses limit for political parties is based

partly on the number of names on the lists of electors for all electoral districts in which the party has 
endorsed a candidate and partly on the number of candidates endorsed in an election. 


For the Toronto—Danforth by-election, the election expenses limit for candidates was $86,821.95, 
and the election expenses limit for political parties was $66,643.48. 


For the by-elections in Calgary Centre, Durham and Victoria, the election expenses limits for 
candidates ranged from $97,992.97 to $102,461.86, for an average of $100,861.15. The election 
expenses limit for political parties ranged from $87,605.43 to $256,352.86. 


Third party election advertising 


The Act requires any third party conducting election advertising during an election to identify itself 
in the advertisement and indicate that it has authorized the advertising. Third parties that incur 
election advertising expenses of $500 or more must register with Elections Canada. They must also 
produce an election advertising report within four months after polling day. 


No third parties registered for the Toronto—Danforth by-election, while six third party advertisers 
registered with Elections Canada for the by-elections in Calgary Centre, Durham and Victoria. The 
Act sets limits on the amount that a third party may incur in election advertising expenses. In the 
2012 by-elections, the limit amounted to $3,942 per electoral district. As of the publication of this 
report, the third party election advertising reports had not yet been submitted, as they are due within 
four months after polling day. 


1.3 Communicating with Canadians 


A key role for Elections Canada is ensuring that electors understand the electoral process — including 
how they can exercise their right to vote. 


Campaigns targeted at the general population 


As required by the Canada Elections Act, Elections Canada mailed 347,994 voter information cards 
(VICs) to all electors whose names appeared on the preliminary lists of electors. Elections Canada 
later mailed 14,179 revised VICs to electors who registered or updated their information during the 
election, or to advise electors of changes to the information provided on the original VIC, such as a 
change to a polling site. A VIC confirms an elector’s registration and gives information about where 
and when to vote. 


Elections Canada also distributed 222,124 bilingual brochures to households in the four electoral 
districts in the weeks leading up to the by-elections. This brochure prompted electors to contact 
Elections Canada if they did not receive their VIC or if they received one that contained errors. The 
brochure also included information on advance voting, polling day, other ways to vote and voter 
identification requirements. 


Campaigns targeted at specific population groups 


Elections Canada takes special measures to encourage the participation of groups likely to 
experience difficulty in exercising their right to vote or those not easily reached through mainstream 
advertising campaigns. Target groups may include youth, ethnocultural communities, homeless 
electors, Aboriginal electors and seniors living in residences and long-term care facilities. 
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In addition, returning officers may appoint community relations officers to communicate with 
electors in target groups and provide them with information on how, when and where to vote. 


The campaigns for the 2012 by-elections varied from one electoral district to another but targeted the 
following groups to respond to local needs: 


e Toronto—Danforth — senior, ethnocultural and homeless electors 
e Calgary Centre — senior, ethnocultural and homeless electors 
e Durham — senior and Aboriginal electors 


e Victoria — youth, senior, homeless and Aboriginal electors 


Information channels used by electors 


During election periods, electors can obtain information directly from local Elections Canada offices 
about registration, voting procedures, polling sites and other common topics. Local offices responded 
to the following numbers of calls during the election periods: 


e Toronto—Danforth — 1,701 
e Calgary Centre — 2,284 

e Durham — 2,383 

e Victoria — 2,787 


Electors can also obtain information from Elections Canada’s national toll-free number. Bilingual 
staff at the Public Enquiries Unit responded to the following numbers of calls for the specific ridings 
during the election periods: 


e Toronto—Danforth — 410 
e Calgary Centre — 387 

e Durham — 254 

e Victoria — 321 


In addition, electors consulted the Elections Canada website for information on the by-elections. On 
polling night, results were posted on the website as they became available. The site received 

11,449 visits on the night of the Toronto—Danforth by-election and 37,710 visits on the night of the 
Calgary Centre, Durham and Victoria by-elections — a by-election record. 


Advertising and media relations 


The key messages for Elections Canada’s advertising campaign for the 2012 by-elections focused 
primarily on drawing electors’ attention to the voting dates and different voting options. The 
campaign included two half-page print ads and two 30-second radio ads during the course of the 
electoral calendars. 


To serve ethnocultural communities, print and radio advertisements were also produced in Mandarin, 
Cantonese and Greek for the electoral district of Toronto—Danforth. Print advertisements were 
produced in Traditional Chinese and Punjabi for the electoral district of Calgary Centre. 


Elections Canada received 59 calls from the media, made 14 proactive calls to the media about 
recruiting election officers, granted nine broadcast interviews and produced 16 news releases. 
Questions from the media primarily concerned basic voter information, voter turnout at the advance 
polls and extra measures being implemented to ensure compliance at the polls. Media relations staff 
also liaised with media to arrange on-site filming at some polling sites. 
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Online complaints received by the Chief Electoral Officer 


Electors are able to submit complaints through the Elections Canada website (separate from 
accessibility feedback forms and complaints about offences under the Act; they address the latter to 
the Commissioner of Canada Elections). 


Elections Canada received 28 complaints during the by-elections: 
e Toronto—Danforth — 2 

e Calgary Centre —9 

e Durham — 6 

e Victoria — 11 


Electors wrote to Elections Canada on a range of issues, such as not receiving a VIC, misleading 
campaign signs, automated and early-morning telephone calls and slow service at polling sites. No 
single issue dominated the complaints. 


1.4 Conducting the By-elections 


Adaptations 


The Chief Electoral Officer may adapt the Canada Elections Act under subsection 17(1) to address 
an emergency, an unusual or unforeseen circumstance or an error. Table 4 in the Appendix describes 
the adaptations of the Act pursuant to subsection 17(1) that were made during the 2012 by-elections. 


In addition, section 179 of the Special Voting Rules as Adapted for the Purposes of a By-election 
permits the Chief Electoral Officer to issue instructions for the purpose of adapting any provision of 
the Special Voting Rules (SVR) set out in Part 11 (sections 177 to 282) of the Act in order to execute 
the intent of the SVR in respect of a particular circumstance. Table 5 in the Appendix describes the 
adaptations by instruction used during the 2012 by-elections. 


Registration of electors 


Lists of electors 


Elections Canada maintains the National Register of Electors, a database of Canadians who are 
eligible to vote in federal elections. The Register is updated regularly with data provided under 
agreements with the Canada Revenue Agency, Citizenship and Immigration Canada, Canada Post’s 
National Change of Address files, provincial electoral bodies and provincial and territorial motor 
vehicle registrars. The Register is also updated following revisions made during federal elections. 


When the by-elections were called, Elections Canada extracted information from the Register to 
produce preliminary lists of electors in the electoral districts. Elections Canada provided the 
preliminary lists to the returning officers, who, in turn, gave them to all candidates and those political 
parties that requested them. 


During the by-election period in Calgary Centre, Durham and Victoria, electors were able for the 
first time to review their registration information using Elections Canada’s online registration service 
(E-Registration), introduced in April 2012. (E-Registration was not yet up and running during the 
by-election in Toronto—Danforth.) Electors could check whether they were registered to vote and 
confirm their registration information online. Users were directed to their local Elections Canada 
office to update their registration information or register for the first time. E-Registration was not 
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widely promoted since this was the first phase of the application, and functionality was limited. 
During the by-election period, just over 300 confirmation transactions were logged across the three 
electoral districts. 


During the election period, revising agents also conducted targeted revision activities in areas 
expected to have low voter registration rates, including new residential developments and 
high-mobility areas such as student neighbourhoods, seniors’ residences and long-term care 
facilities. 


Electors were also able to register at advance and ordinary polls. On election day in the four electoral 
districts, 6,458 electors registered at the polls. Registrations on election day were as follows: 

e Toronto—Danforth — 756 

e Calgary Centre — 1,913 

e Durham — 645 

e Victoria — 3,144 


Table 6 in the Appendix provides details about voter registration during the four by-elections. Once 
revision activities and election day registrations were taken into account, the number of electors on 
the final lists increased by 499 in Toronto—Danforth, 1,573 in Durham and 2,859 in Victoria. The 
number was highest in Calgary Centre, with an increase of 3,919 electors.’ 


Quality of the preliminary lists of electors 


The quality of information on the preliminary lists of electors can be measured by three main 
indicators: coverage, currency and accuracy. “Coverage” represents the proportion of electors on the 
lists relative to the estimated total electoral population. “Currency” represents the estimated number 
of electors on the lists at the correct residential address relative to the estimated total electoral 
population. “Accuracy” measures the proportion of registered electors listed at the correct address. 
The national quality targets are 92 percent for coverage and 80 percent for currency. 


Many factors affect the quality of the lists, such as demographic growth and the mobility of the 
population, the availability or completeness of data sources used to update the lists and lower turnout 
in previous elections. 


The quality of the preliminary lists in the four electoral districts was: 

e Toronto—Danforth — 92 percent coverage, 87 percent currency and 95 percent accuracy 
e Calgary Centre — 87 percent coverage, 73 percent currency and 84 percent accuracy 

e Durham — 93 percent coverage, 89 percent currency and 97 percent accuracy 


e Victoria — 93 percent coverage, 85 percent currency and 92 percent accuracy 


Voting 

Electors could choose to vote using one of three methods: 

e by special ballot, throughout the election, under the SVR 

e ata polling station during the three days of advance voting 


e ata polling station on election day 


' Updates identified from administrative sources after the preliminary lists were produced were made to the National 
Register of Electors and provided for the preliminary lists at the beginning of revision activities. The larger increase in the 
number of electors in some electoral districts is due in part to a higher number of updates from the Register. 
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Voting under the Special Voting Rules 


Electors seeking alternatives to voting at the advance or ordinary polls in their electoral district have 
the opportunity under the SVR to vote by mail or at a local Elections Canada office. Special ballot 
application forms and guides are widely available in Canada and throughout the world. Electors can 
also download an application form from the Elections Canada website after answering some basic 
questions to determine their eligibility. 


Table 7 in the Appendix lists statistics for the ballots issued under the SVR, by elector group and 
electoral district, for the 2012 by-elections. These groups are defined in the table and described in the 
sections below. 


Electors living in Canada 


Registration to vote by special ballot was available to electors living in Canada from February 11 to 
March 13, 2012, for Toronto—Danforth and from October 21 to November 20, 2012, for Calgary 
Centre, Durham and Victoria. 


Electors voting in their electoral districts (local electors) were responsible for returning their 
completed ballot to the local Elections Canada office in their electoral district before the polls closed 
in that electoral district on election day in order for their ballot to be counted. Electors temporarily 
away from their electoral district (national electors) were responsible for returning their completed 
ballot to Elections Canada in Ottawa no later than 6:00 p.m. (Eastern Time) on election day in order 
for their ballot to be counted. 


Elections Canada made arrangements with the administrators of acute care facilities in all four 
electoral districts to ensure that eligible electors who were unexpectedly hospitalized could register 
and vote by special ballot by the prescribed deadlines. 


Registration and voting in acute care facilities took place on March 11, 12 and 13, 2012, for 
Toronto—Danforth and on November 18, 19 and 20, 2012, for Calgary Centre, Durham and Victoria. 


International electors 


Elections Canada maintains a register of international electors — that is, Canadian citizens who are 
temporarily living outside the country. These persons are entitled to vote under the SVR if they left 
Canada less than five years before applying to register and vote by special ballot. At the beginning of 
the by-elections, a special ballot voting kit was mailed to international electors registered in the 
by-election ridings. 


Canadians living abroad could also obtain information about voting by special ballot by contacting 
any diplomatic mission or consular post of the Department of Foreign Affairs and International 
Trade (DFAIT) or by visiting the Elections Canada website. During the 2012 by-elections, DFAIT 
assisted Elections Canada in returning application forms and special ballots of Canadian electors 
living or travelling outside Canada by the prescribed deadlines. 


Canadian Forces electors 


Canadian Forces electors, whether based in Canada or abroad, were informed of their voting rights 
by the Department of National Defence. Commanding officers displayed notices featuring a map of 
each electoral district where a by-election was being held as well as important deadlines. 
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Electors in correctional institutions 


Elections Canada made arrangements with all Canadian correctional institutions to ensure that 
eligible electors who had a place of ordinary residence in Toronto—Danforth, Calgary Centre, 
Durham or Victoria had an opportunity to register and vote by special ballot. Notices were posted in 
each correctional institution informing electors of the by-elections as well as important deadlines. 
Eligible electors were given the necessary materials and instructions to register and vote. 


Voting in advance 


Returning officers are required to set up advance polling stations to collect the votes of electors who 
cannot or do not wish to go to their ordinary polling stations on election day. Except for one 
additional advance polling station in Calgary Centre, returning officers set up the same number of 
advance polls for the by-elections as they had for the 41st general election. 


Advance polling days for the Toronto—Danforth by-election were held on March 9, 10 and 12, 2012, 
from noon to 8:00 p.m. (local time). Advance polling days for the November by-elections were held 
on November 16, 17 and 19, 2012, from noon to 8:00 p.m. (local time). 


A total of 18,171 electors voted in advance during the four by-elections, or 13.6 percent of all voters. 


This compares to the 14 percent of all voters who cast votes at the advance polls in the 41st general 
election. 
Voting on election day 


All polls except for one opened on time. In Victoria, one poll opened 30 minutes late because some 
materials were missing. The central poll supervisor notified the returning officer immediately, and 
the materials were rushed to the poll without delay. 


Casting a ballot at a polling station on election day remained the choice of the vast majority of 


electors during the four by-elections: 112,948 electors chose this option, or 84.6 percent of all voters. 


This compares to the 83.8 percent of all voters who cast votes on election day in the 41st general 
election. 


Voter turnout 


Voter turnout for the by-elections was as follows: 
e Toronto—Danforth — 43.2 percent 

e Calgary Centre — 29.3 percent 

e Durham — 35.7 percent 

e Victoria — 43.0 percent 


Table 8 in the Appendix shows the number of ballots cast in the by-elections and the overall voter 
turnout. Although voter turnout was lower than in the general election of May 2011, results are 
comparable to past by-elections. 


Report on accessibility 


Elections Canada makes a Polling Site Accessibility Feedback Form available at all polling sites and 
local Elections Canada offices as well as on its website. This enables electors to file complaints 
about accessibility immediately at the site when they vote or by telephone, fax, regular mail or 
e-mail. 
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For the 2012 by-elections, all polling sites in the four electoral districts met Elections Canada’s 
accessibility criteria. Elections Canada monitors a database that stores accessibility information for 
all polling sites. Every returning officer is responsible for entering and validating the data. 


During the 2012 by-elections, 91 accessibility feedback forms were submitted. Of the 91 forms, 22 
reported a total of 49 accessibility complaints. The remaining 69 forms did not relate to accessibility; 
some were completed to advise of other concerns regarding the elector’s voting experience, while 
others were complimentary. 


Returning officers are responsible for reviewing all the forms collected and for following up on all 
those related to accessibility — as well as for responding to the electors who completed those forms 
and requested to be contacted. One example where the form was instrumental in quick remedial 
action being taken is a case in Victoria. During the three days of advance voting, the forms are 
reviewed daily by the returning officer. In this case, the front door of an advance polling site needed 
repair; the returning officer read the form and called the maintenance staff for the location in 
question, and the door was fixed immediately. Feedback forms dealing with non—accessibility- 
related issues were forwarded to Elections Canada in Ottawa and handled as appropriate, depending 
the nature of the feedback. 


All accessibility issues were addressed by the returning officers, and the files are now closed. The 
table below summarizes the number of accessibility complaints reported, by category, on the forms 
submitted.

! One form can report on issues in multiple categories. The 49 issues summarized above were reported on 22 forms. 


Election results 


Voting results 


On election night, each returning officer logged into his or her local Event Results System (ERS) and 
then connected to Elections Canada’s central computer. When ballot counting was completed at each 
polling station, the deputy returning officer called in the results to the local Elections Canada office, 
where totals were entered into ERS, then transmitted to Elections Canada in Ottawa for posting on 
the Elections Canada website. Some ballots cast under the SVR were counted at Elections Canada in 


‘Ottawa on election night. 
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The by-election results were as follows: 

e Toronto—Danforth — Craig Scott, New Democratic Party, was elected 

e Calgary Centre — Joan Crockatt, Conservative Party of Canada, was elected 
e Durham — Erin O’Toole, Conservative Party of Canada, was elected 

e Victoria — Murray Rankin, New Democratic Party, was elected 


Table 9 in the Appendix lists the valid votes obtained, by candidate, in the four by-elections. 


Validation of results 


Returning officers validate the results as soon as possible after election day. All validations were 
completed without delay, as follows: 


e Toronto—Danforth — on March 20, 2012 
e Calgary Centre, Durham and Victoria — by November 28, 2012 


Return of the writs 


A writ must be held by the returning officer for six days after the validation of the results to allow 
time for candidates and electors to request a recount. No recounts were requested, and the writs were 
returned as follows: 


e Toronto—Danforth — on March 28, 2012 
e Calgary Centre, Durham and Victoria — on December 7, 2012 


Official results 


Elections Canada publishes official voting results about three months after an election. Those 
publications contain the poll-by-poll results for each electoral district as well as various statistics. 
The official results for the Toronto—Danforth by-election were published in June 2012; the official 
results for the November 2012 by-elections were published in February 2013. 


The official voting results for the 2012 by-elections, including poll-by-poll results, are also available 
on the Elections Canada website at www.elections.ca under Resource Centre > Reports > Elections 
Canada’s Official Reports > Official Voting Results. 


Electoral law enforcement 


The Commissioner of Canada Elections is the independent officer who ensures compliance with and 
enforces the Canada Elections Act and the Referendum Act. 


During the 2012 by-elections, the Office of the Commissioner received 20 communications, 18 of 
which came from outside Elections Canada. Of the 18 complainants, 17 were contacted, and one 
could not be reached. 


The Office of the Commissioner was able to quickly resolve one complaint regarding the absence of 
authorization statements on election advertising. The Commissioner continues to investigate one 
allegation of an elector voting twice and one allegation of a misleading telephone call. 


In the other 17 cases, the Commissioner verified the complaints and determined that no offence had 
occurred. For example, one complaint involved a candidate campaigning on a municipal bus, and 
another involved a campaign worker distributing pamphlets and waving to people on election day. 
Neither conduct is an offence under the Canada Elections Act. In these cases, the Office of the 
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Commissioner responded in a timely manner, advising the complainants that the subject matter was 
not illegal or regulated by the Act. 


Five communications were from Canadians complaining about telephone calls they had received 
during the campaign. A follow-up was done in each case. One complaint remains under 
investigation. In the other four cases, the complaint was closed following the initial review, 
disclosing no evidence of an offence under the Act. For example, there were two complaints related 
to automated telephone surveys. 


Cost of the by-elections 


The estimated cost for the March 2012 by-election in Toronto—Danforth is $883,000. The estimated 
cost for the November 2012 by-elections in Calgary Centre, Durham and Victoria is $2.7 million. 
The total estimated cost for both events is $3.6 million, approximately $10.02 for each registered 
elector. 


Approximately $2.1 million or 58 percent of the estimated election costs went to workers — returning 
officers, staff in local offices and poll officials — and to goods and services providers in the four 
electoral districts, including printers, renters of polling sites, and local furniture and equipment 
suppliers. 


Approximately $1.1 million or 30 percent of the estimated costs was incurred at Elections Canada in 
Ottawa to prepare and conduct the by-elections. These costs included the production and placement 
of election advertising (print, radio, Web); the production and printing of reminder brochures 
delivered to every household; the delivery of election materials and supplies to the electoral districts; 
and the technical help to support the required information technology infrastructure between 
Elections Canada in Ottawa and the returning offices. 


Another $423,000 is projected to be paid to candidates for the partial reimbursement of their election 
expenses. 


Overall, the average cost per electoral district for these four by-elections ($893,000) is comparable to 
the average for the last 17 by-elections.

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2. Conclusion 


The 2012 by-elections held on March 19, 2012, in Toronto—Danforth and on November 26, 2012, in 
Calgary Centre, Durham and Victoria ran smoothly. 


Building on the success of the 41st general election, Elections Canada carried over the same 
administrative improvements for the 2012 by-elections, which were aimed at making the electoral 
process more efficient and accessible. We also carried out an initiative during the by-elections on 
November 26, 2012, that aimed to improve compliance with polling day procedures. The Chief 
Electoral Officer will report to Parliament in April 2013 on the results of this initiative as part of the 
independent compliance review and the resulting Compliance Action Plan. 


The Chief Electoral Officer will also submit a separate report to Parliament by the end of March 
2013 on the administrative and legal issues concerning privacy and communications with electors in 
the context of evolving technologies. This report will include a number of recommendations to 
strengthen the electoral framework. 


Other plans and priorities will focus on our ongoing support of the federal electoral boundaries 
readjustment process. We will also continue to carry out our plans to make administrative 
improvements to the services we provide to electors. These improvements aim to provide more 
convenient services to electors; reduce barriers to registration, identification and accessibility; and 
foster the engagement of young Canadians. 


However, administrative actions alone will not be enough to properly address a number of issues. 
Recent events and our own post-election evaluations have reinforced the need to take immediate 
steps to modernize the electoral framework. This is something that the Chief Electoral Officer has 
supported beginning with his June 2010 report, Responding to Changing Needs — Recommendations 
from the Chief Electoral Officer of Canada Following the 40th General Election, which proposed a 
series of necessary changes to the Canada Elections Act. 


The reports that the Chief Electoral Officer will submit to Parliament in spring 2013 will present 
further recommendations for legislative change. These aim to enhance Canadians’ trust in their 
electoral system, improve the services they receive during an election and strengthen the electoral 
framework set out in the Canada Elections Act. Elections Canada looks forward to working with 
Parliament to review these recommendations.

Sections 22, 135, 283 Purpose: Allowed returning officers to hire additional election officers where 
necessary to effectively conduct an advance poll. This adaptation was made in 
the by-election of March 19 as well as in the by-elections of November 26, 
2012. 


Explanation: Provisions of the Act dealing with staffing levels at advance 
polls and on polling day have not been amended to deal with the additional and 
more complex tasks that election officers must carry out. These tasks result 
from the new voter identification requirements as well as the need to transmit 
data about electors who have voted to candidates’ representatives periodically 
during the day. As well, more and more electors are voting on advance polling 
days, but the Act provides for fewer personnel on these days and requires more 
formalities for voters to complete. 


Adaptation: Authorized the returning officers to appoint additional persons to 
carry out functions under the Act, including counting the ballots, if required. 


Section 124 Purpose: Permitted additional central poll supervisors not resident in the 
electoral district to perform tasks as part of the on-site conformity advisor 
initiative. This adaptation was made only for the by-elections of November 26, 
2012. 


Explanation: It was found that during the 41st general election, administrative 
irregularities occurred at the polls in Etobicoke Centre. Given the serious 
impact that these irregularities could have on the confidence of the public in 
the integrity of the electoral process, an on-site conformity advisor initiative 
was devised for the by-elections of November 26, 2012. The advisors would 
monitor the electoral operations and record-keeping practices of election 
officers to prevent irregularities and better understand the problems that arise. 
Individuals with a superior understanding of electoral processes were required 
to carry out the initiative as additional central poll supervisors, even if they did 
not reside in the electoral districts, as is normally required for this type of 
election officer. 


Adaptation: Authorized qualified electors to be appointed as additional central 
poll supervisors to supervise proceedings at the advance polls and on polling 
day.

Explanatory notes 


Purpose: Extended to electors voting by special ballot the rules regarding proof of 
residence applicable to electors voting at the advance polls or on polling day who have no 
civic address. 


Explanation: Subsection 143(3.1) of the Act provides that if the address contained in the 
piece or pieces of identification provided by an elector at an advance poll or on polling 
day does not prove the elector’s residence, but is consistent with the information relating 
to the elector appearing on the list of electors, the elector’s residence is deemed to have 
been proven. The Act does not contain a similar provision for electors who wish to vote 
by special ballot, but it sometimes happens that electors residing in rural or remote areas 
have no civic address by which to prove their address or that such a residential address is 
not contained in their pieces of identification. 


Adaptation: The adaptation by instruction gives electors who wish to vote by special 
ballot the same flexibility in proving their place of residence as is given to electors who 
vote at the advance polls or on polling day. 


Purpose: Allowed a returning officer to issue a second special ballot kit, with the prior 
approval of the Special Voting Rules Administrator, to an elector who swears under oath 
that he or she did not receive a special ballot issued by the local Elections Canada office. 


Explanation: The Act does not allow for a returning officer to issue a second special 
ballot voting kit to an elector. 


Adaptation: The adaptation by instruction was required in order to allow an elector to 
exercise his or her right to vote by special ballot. 


Purpose: Extended the statutory process for voting under the SVR in provincial 
correctional institutions to federal correctional institutions. 


Explanation: Because the Act formerly prohibited voting by incarcerated electors in 
federal institutions, it does not describe a process whereby such electors can vote. 


Adaptation: Since the 2002 decision of the Supreme Court of Canada in Sauvé struck 
down the prohibition, the Act has had to be adapted in every federal election to extend the 
statutory process for voting in provincial correctional institutions to federal correctional - 
institutions.

printed. In this case, they use a blank ballot, writing on them the name of the candidate for 
whom they are voting. They then place their ballot in an outer envelope. When they vote 
at a local Elections Canada office, the envelope and the ballot it contains are then put into 
the ballot box. 


Once the ballots are printed, individuals voting under the SVR at a local Elections Canada 
office use a printed ballot instead of a blank one. They must still place their ballot in the 
outer envelope, which is then dropped into the ballot box. 


Election officials administering this type of vote sometimes forget that even when regular 
ballots are used, voting under the SVR requires that voters place their ballot in the outer 
envelope before dropping it in the ballot box, and they can give voters the wrong 
instructions. 


Adaptation: The adaptation by instruction provides that in this type of circumstance, if 
certain conditions are met and subject to the agreement of the Special Voting Rules 
Administrator, the ballots may be counted.
